It is ten years since we published a list of retirements 
in the Army and meantime the Army has undergone 
such a complete transformation that the old list is far 
out of date. We shall accordingly publish a new list and 
commence in this issue, with the publication of a por- 
tion of the list of retirements, which we shal] continuc 
next week. The list will also be puplished separately, 
to include every officer down to the junior 2d lieutenant 
who was in the Army at the date of its preparation, a 
week ago. We shall issue it immediately with the list 
of retirements in the Navy given last week, the retire- 
ments in the Marine Corps and in the Revenue Cutter 
Service. They will be printed on broad pages which will 
bear the ink so that notes of changes can be readily 
made. After each division of Staff, Cavalry, Artillery 
ond Infantry in the Army and of Staff and Line in the 
Navy, ete, will be left blank pages upon which additions 
can be made, of officers added to the Bervice, with the 
dates of their retirements, which we shail give from time 
to time. A synopsis of the retirement laws will be given, 
and other information. ‘The price of the pamphlet will 
be fifty cents, sent by mail prepaid. Those who desire 
it should order immediately as only a limited edition 
will be published and it will not be stereotyped. 
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lair minded Americans will recognize the indictment 
of certain officers of the United States Army and Navy in 
Porto Rico on charges of smuggling as an act which is at 
once oppressive to the victims and discreditable to the 
Government. It appears that a Grand Jury at San 
Juan, P.R., has returned indictments against Capt. 
Joseph T. Crabbs, of the Army, and Capt. Andrew Dun- 
lap, Comdr. George W. Mentz, Surg., Charles H. T. 
Lowndes and P.A. Paym. William A. Merritt, all of the 
Navy, charging them with smuggling liquors and cigars 
into Porto Rico from St. Thomas. In addition to those 
numed several others, similarly accused, are said to have 
effected a settlement with the Government rather thao 
put up with the inconvenience of aefending an action in 
court. The indictment and threatened prosecution of these 
vflicers are in open disobedience to instructions cabled to 
Porto Rico by the Department of Justice in Washington. 
Those instructions were based upon the result of a per- 
sonal investigation of the whole affair by the Secretary of 

' Navy and the Postmaster General during their re- 
cent visit te Porto Rico. That investigation, directed by 
» President, led to a report recommending that all 
iminal proceedings against the accused officers be dis- 
ssed, and the instructions issued to the Porto Rican 
thorities were in compliance with those recommenda- 
ns. The whole matter is thus clearly stated by Post- 
ister General Payne: “These cases were called to the 
attention of the Cabinet because they involved officers of 
e Army and Navy, and, at the request of the Attorney 
‘eneral, the Secretary of the Navy and the Postmaster 
ieneral, who were about to visit Porto Rico, were asked 

make a personal investigation into the facts of the case. 
lt seem that certain officers had brought to San Juan 
rtieles for personal use which were subject to customs 
duties, specifically cigars and some liquors, and it was 
‘id that a present of some of the cigars was made to a 
local club in San Juan. There was no charge of .im- 
porting anything upon which it was proposed to make 
ioney or to sell for profit—simply personal effects for 
ersonal uses, some of which, it seems, were given away. 
Ve were advised by the Secretery of the Treasury, 
uch cases coming under his jurisdiction, that in cases 
of this character, where there was no intent to import 
for profit, meaning by that where goods were brought in 
tor sale, it is customary not to prosecute criminally, but 
to settle such cases by the payment of the penalty. This 
was done in this case, and the officer in ques- 
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tion have paid the penalty imposed by the Treasury De- 
partment, which is twice the amount of the original 
duties. A settlement on this basis having been 
approved by the Secretary of the Treasury, it 
seemed to the Secretary of the Navy and to the Post- 
master General that criminal prosecution would be per- 
secution, and we felt entirely justified in recommending 
that no further action be had in these cases.” The prose- 
cution of these cases im spite of the positive objection of 
the Attorney General of the United States would be an 
outrage. It would be an open defiance of the authority 
of the National Government, but, what is still worse, it 
would be an inexcusable humiliation to several officers of 
the Army and Navy whose characters are beyond re- 
proach and whose records are unblemished. The arrest 
and indictment of the accused officers after they had 
voluntarily paid the duties on the inhibited articles was 
a reproach to the Government itself, and their prosecu- 
tion would be an act of persecution insulting alike to the 
Army and Navy. 








unde ae tae on the part of the warrant offi- 
rs ry for the examinations for com- 
missions in the service has shown itself thus far. These 
examinations will take place on the first of next J uly, but 
up to the present time but three applications have been 
placed on file. The law authorizes the Secretary of the 
Navy to grant twelve applications each year. Consid- 
erable comment has been caused by this lack of interest 
ou the part of the warrant officers, and various reasons 
have been assigned for it. The difficulty seems to be 
that the warrant officers who are mentally equipped for 
these examinations are over the age limit of thirty-five 
years. The Navy Department is giving every oppor- 
tunity to bluejackets to obtain commissions, and recently 
sent out special and comprehensive instructions on the 
subject to the commanders-in-chief of the several squad- 
rons. In England sixty warrant officers have been gazet- 
ted for promotion to the rank of lieutenant, the selec- 
tions having been made from the list of the chief 
gunners, boatswains, signalmen and carpenters. They 
have all been assigned to dock-yards for special 
duties and it is not likely that they will be assigned to 
any duty that will carry them to a ward-room mess, 
Writing to the London Sunday Special a “Captain R, 
N.,” says: “There seems to be an idea in some quarters 
that with the introduction of this new scheme we are 
simply reverting to a custom which prevailed generally 
in the Navy during the old war days of a century or 
more ago, and that it was a common practice up to the 
end of the Napoleonic wars for men from ‘before the 
mast’ to be given commissions. This, however, was not 
really the case; although in one sense it may be said that 
néarly all the officers came from ‘before the mast,’ the 
Navy was, in fact, a ‘closer borough’ than it is now. But 
the method of getting youngsters into the service was a 
century ago, to say the least of it, peculiar. The captain 
of a ship was then all-powerful, and he could enter whom 
he pleased. But the number of midshipmen in a ship 
was limited, while the number of younger sons, dunces 
of good family, and young gentlemen of all sorts, whose 
fathers had claims to have them provided for, was as 
great or greater than in the present day. As these boys 
eculd not all be made midshipmen at once, it was the 
custom for a captain to have them entered on the ship’s 
books as first-class volunteers, domestics, and often as 
A.B.’s or ordinary seamen. They never went before the 
mast, and they did their duties on the quarter-deck the 
same as other midshipmen, and in due course as vacan- 
cies occurred their rating was changed to that of mid- 
shipmen, but no youngster, or anyone for that matter— 
this is the important point—was eligible to pass for mate, 
us sub-lieutenants were then called, or for promotion to 
lieutenant, unless he could produce certificates that he 
had served at least two years as a bona-fide midship- 
man. So much for promotions from ‘before the mast’ 
in the old days.”

The Gazette of Haverhill, Mass., comes to the defense 
of Lieut. Col. Robt. L. Howze, U.S.A, in an article 
which describes his military services concerning which it 
says: “Ifa country is grateful for gallantry and bravery 
and self sacrifice such a record will stand a man in good 
stead, at least until some contrary facts have been proved 
concerning him. If it has required special favor of the 
President to place him in the rank of major of a Porto 
Rican regiment, then Congress and the powers that be in 
the Army have been sorely unmindful of their duty to 
a brave man, and have disregarded the veteran soldier 
who is soon to be at the head of the Army, and whose 
verdict upon this man’s achievement was that it was ‘un- 
paralleled’ and deserved substantial recognition. If the 
President counts him as his personal friend, the Presi- 
dent as well as Lieutenant Colonel Howze is to be con- 
gratulated. And if the American people fail to resent 
such slanders upon such men, or fail to rally to the de- 
fense of men like Howze against such contemptible as- 
saults as this, then the nation has forgotten its duty and 
forsaken its honored traditions that it would ever be true 
and loyal, thankful and just to men who offered their 
lives that its honor might be maintained.” The extra- 
ordinary service performed by Colonel Howze in pursuing 
in Northern Luzon and recapturing Americans taken pri- 
soners by Tinio and his band, is described by the Gazette, 
So prompt was his start on receiving his orders, and s0 
rapid his march that when almost immediately upon his 
orders to join General Young, other orders came from 
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headquarters changing the program, Howze was on his 
way and did not receive the second orders, and, as Gen- 
eral Young says, he “marched so fast they could not stop 
him, which later proved of great advantage, as his ser- 
vice in the subsequent release of prisoners was most valu- 
able.” The record of the next few weeks is one of con- 
tinual fighting, the men marching barefooted at times, but 
steadily pushing along and knowing no obstacles. He 
met General Tinio, commanding five times his own force, 
after dark, fighting through mountain passes and sleeping 
at night in the trenches. His men were pushed to the 
limit of endurance and Col. Luther R. Hare, now major 
12th Cav., said: ‘“Howze is certainly a bundle of nervea 
and energy. His command is shoeless, only twelve pairs 
in the entire command that will stand two days’ march- 
ing.” Nevertheless the next day he pushed into the moun- 
tains after the fleeing ‘[inio and his prisoners. Gen. 8. 
B. M. Young, U.S.A., adds to Colonel Hare’s report this: 
“Hare and Howze and their little commands have done 
wonders and certainly deserve the thanks of Congress and 
substantial recognition for their work.” On Jan. 6 
comes the climax of the campaign, when General Young 
reports: “Hare and Howze have just arrived with all 
our prisoners. Their work is unparalleled. I urge that 
Hare and Howze be appointed brigadier generals of Vol- 
unteers and all officers and men who will be mentioned 
by name for medals of honor.” 
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Thoughtful observers among naval men in Washington 
are noting with interest that the effects of the operation 
of the Personnel law in bringing about a considerable 
modification in naval administration are becoming very 
marked. The end sought was mainly to relegate the older 
men to an honorable retired list and advance the compar- 
atively young men to the more important positions of ac- 
tive duty. Whether a General Staff for the Navy be or- 
ganized or not it is becoming more and more apparent 
that natural conditions are bringing about, with no slow 
effect, changes which cannot avoid having a marked 
effect upon the future of the Service. At first glance 
these changes do not seem to be of much importance, but 
as a matter of fact they are significant of the future in 
a high degree. It can be demonstrated that upon the per- 
sonnel of several boards and committees inside the Navy 
Department will depend the fighting efficiency of the 
future naval force of this country. Whether we shall 
build 16,000 ton battleships or confine ourselves to 18,- 
000 ton vessels is a question which must be solved by the 
general board on construction; and if the members of 
that board are young men and advanced ideas shall pre- 
vail, we shall gradually advance to the forefront of naval 
efficiency with the best ships which can be built for 
money, with a fair prospect that these ships will not fall 
far below 16,000 tons displacement. ‘Therefore in the 
relegation of the older men to the retired list and the 
consequent advancement of younger men to the important 
positions of trust and confidence the Personnel law has 
performed the service expected of it, and the United 
States Navy will continue to show to the world what 
fiber there is in the American Navy officer when untram- 
melled by precedent and old fogyism. 





By way of experiment, the Navy Department has au- 
thorized the enlistment of Filipino boys as naval ap- 
prentices at the Naval Station at Cavite, and Navy 
officers who have served in the Philippines are quoted 
as predicting that the results will be eminently satis- 
factory. The Malays are born watermen, and their use- 
fulness as merchant seamen has long been recognized by 
the commercial nations of the old world. If the Fili- 
pinos should show themselves amenable to naval dis- 
cipline and capable of adapting themselves to the re- 
quirements of service on modern warships, the ultimate 
result will be helpful as an educational influence among 
the islanders and as affording a valuable support for Am- 
erican authority in the archipelago. Everything that 
tends to bring the Filipino into closer relationship with 
the Government and increase his usefulness to it, de- 
serves the strongest encouragement, and nothing is 
better calculated to promote that object than to make 
him eligible to the naval Service. 








A writer in Le Yacht, M. Eugene Gras, commenting 
upon the changes in the regulations for the entry of 
French naval officers, which he considers have a ten- 
ency towards an ultimate amalgamation of executives 
and engineers, says: “With regard to this fusion, we 
have some doubt as whether it is desired by the en- 
gineer officers, most of whom prefer to retain their 
autonomy. Let us glance at what is passing around 
us. The Americans regret that they have made such an 
amalgamation of the two corps. The English fancy 
they have found a solution of the recruiting difficulty 
by founding a single training establishment, but they 
retain the principle of two separate corps, who will 
specialize on leaving the Training College-—even in 
France the merchant navy seems not to have recog- 
nized the necessity for so sweeping a change, for we 
have not yet seen the engineers of these steamers de- 
manding the rank of captain, or including in their 
claims the right to the command of the ship. The Ad- 
miralty might well wait till the merchant navy indicates 
by its action the right time to take this new departure. 





Examinations for the appointment of two Civil Dn- 
gineers and three Assistant Civil Engineers will be held 
at the navy yard, New York, on June 8 
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While everybody knows that the target practice in 
which the gun crews of the Navy have'‘recently engaged 
was entirely necessary in order to bring the service up 
to its accustomed standard of efficiency, the expense 
involved is a matter of serious concern to the naval 
authorities. Rear Admiral Charles O’Neil, Chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy Department, estimates 
that if target work were continued throughout the year 
as it has recently been conducted, the annual cost would 
be about $2,500,000, which is far more than the Govern- 
ment had contemplated. It is probable, therefore, that 
Admiral O’Neil will recommend that the number of 
rounds of ammunition fired in target practice be re- 
duced. It is held by some Navy officers that just as 
good results in target work can be had with sub-caliber 
charges as with full charges and that their use would 
result in a large saving. This plan, however, is flatly 
opposed by Armiral Dewey, who contends that in order 
to maintain the interest of gun crews they must be al- 
lowed to work with full charges, their tendency being 
to regard sub-caliber firing as a sort of amusement which 
they do not take with the seriousness that leads to ef- 
ficiency. Great as is the expense of a vigorous course 
of target practice like that in which the Navy has re- 
cently engaged, there are two facts which pursuade us 
that Congress will offer no objection to the outlay re- 
quired. The first is that the training was urgently 
needed, and the second is, as has been shown in these 
columns, that the results achieved in this practice have 
been thoroughly excellent. The remarkably increased 
efficiency of every gun crew that took part in the recent 
practice will, we are confident, be accepted by Congress 
as a complete return for every dollar of outlay which 
the work required. 
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Such excellent results were effected by bringing a de- 
tachment of the Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of In- 
fantry to Washington to attend the second inauguration 
of President McKinley, that the War Department is 
inclined to undertake a similar movement in behalf of 
the Filipinos by bringing four companies of Philippine 
Scouts to the United States to attend the St. Louis Ex- 
position of 1904. Army officers who have served in Porto 
Rico declare that every member of the native regiment 
who attended the McKinley inauguration has ever since 
then been telling his less favored fellow islanders about 
the strength and splendor of the United States, and that 
in this way educational influences have been set in mo- 
tion which are invaluable forces for the maintenance of 
peace and order under American authority. There is 
no doubt that similar results would follow the visit of a 
battalion of Philippine Scouts to the World’s Fair at 
St. Louis. These troops, under the command and train- 
ing of Army officers, have become highly efficient and 
have rendered excellent service. They are intelligent, 
loyal, amenable to discipline and intensely proud of their 
soldier's calling. To bring to the United States a bat- 
talion made up of the most deserving men in the whole 
force would not only be a handsome recognition of their 
faithful work, but it would give them an impression of 
American institutions and resources which could not fail 
of salutary effects in educating the Filipino people to a 
correct understanding of the relations between them- 
selves and the United States Government. The under- 
taking would be strictly in line with the wholesome 
policy of England in bringing to London at irregular 
intervals contingents from the military organizations of 
her colonies in order that they may learn by observation 
the might and dignity of the empire to which they be- 
long. 

“American Diplomacy in the Orient,” by the Hon. 
John W. Foster, is a valuable work designed to show 
the part the United States has taken, and the position 
it now occupies, in respect to the political, commercial, 
and race questions in the Orient, and the honorable part 
which the United States has borne in the stirring events 
of the Pacific, to stimulate the patriotism of its citizens, 
and to give them a more enlightened idea of the difficult 
and enlarged responsibilities of their government in that 
quarter of the world. Mr. Foster is ably qualified for the 
work through an intimate knowledge of our diplomatic 
history and writes in a clear, concise, and readable style. 
He is a veteran of the Civil War, having seen active 
field service for three and a half years, holding rank 
suecessively as major, lieutenant colonel, colonel, and 
brevet brigadier general. The beginning of his diplomatic 
service was his commission as Minister to Mexico by 
President Grant in 1873, and since then he has had a 
wide diplomatic experience, as Minister to Russia and to 
Spain, as plenipotentiary in various treaty negotiations 
and as ambassador on special mission in connection with 
the Bering Sea seal question. He was Secretary of 
State, succeeding James G. Blaine, and in 1898 a mem- 
ber of the Anglo-American Joint High Commission. 
Such a career and training gives to his present volume 
n deserved position as a standard work, giving as it does 
in consecutive order, a brief history of the diplomatic 
intercourse of our government with the Orient. Pub- 
lished by Houghton, Mifflin and Company, Boston and 
New York. 
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Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., commanding the 
. Division of the Philippines, with the approval of the 
War Department has arranged for the establishment of 
» large modern hospital and recuperation station near 
Mariveles, on the north side of the entrance to Manila 
Bay, which are bound to be of enormous benefit to offi- 


cers and men of the Army whose heaitn has been im- 
paired by service in the tropical climate of the islands. 
Capt. Champe C. McCulloch, jr., of the Medical Depart- 
ment, and Lieut. James A. Woodruff, of the Engineer 
Corps of the Army, have been detailed to select a site 
and prepare plans for the projected hospital, and it is 
intended to have the establishment ready for use as soon 
us possible. An ideal site for the establishment has been 
found in the mountains back of Mariveles at an altitude 
of about 3,000 feet, where there is a perfect water sup- 
ply, a delightful climate and all the natural elements for 
u splendid sanitarium. The establishment of this insti- 
tution is in harmony with the policy of doing everything 
that can be done to safeguard the health and comfort 
of the American troops in the Philippines, and the best 
evidence that this policy is appreciated appears in the 
fact that it is easier now than ever before to enlist men 
for service in the islands. It is worth noting that the 
regiments now under orders for the Philippines are re- 
cruited to the maximum and that many recruits apply- 
ing for assignment to the islands have been refused. 

The U.S.R.S. Columbia, at the New York Navy Yard 
in the Borough of Brooklyn, is very much crowded atc 
present and the officers are at their wits’ end to properly 
house and handle the men. Every available billet is oc- 
cupied and even some of the tumble-down buildings on the 
dock have been requisitioned for sleeping quarters. ‘This 
condition of things is hard upon recruits, generating 
much dissatisfaction, and is doubtless the cause of many 
desertions. In connection with this matter a rumor is 
abroad that the various classes—electric, yeoman, 
machinist—amounting to about 200 men, are to be trans- 
ferred to the Portsmouth, N.H., Navy Yard. This 
would immensely ease the strain, for while seamen, ordi- 
nary seamen, landsmen, coal passers, firemen, ete., are 
quickly taken up and drafted, the members of the above 
classes occupy quarters on the ship for a long time until 
graduated, and then, still longer, until wanted. Some of 
them have been aboard the Columbia for several months. 
Whether there is any truth about the transfer of the 
classes or not, one thing is certain, that it is up to the 
Navy Department to relieve as quickly as possible the 
condition of things on the receiving ship which cannot 
fail to be productive of much evil. 
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Secretary of the Navy Moody will have the most care- 
ful investigation made into the various alleged defec- 
tive parts of the battleship Maine, and with this end in 
view will appoint boards of officers, representing the 
Construction Corps, and the Ordnance and Engineering 
Bureaus to examine the vessel. To make an examination 
of the machinery of the Maine he has already appointed 
a board consisting of Commander J. H. Perry and 
Lieutenant Commanders Alfred B. Canaga and F. Bailey. 
This board has been given a copy of the report made by 
Commander Bartlett, the chief engineer of the Maine, 
in reference to the Niclausse boilers, concerning which 
Rear Admiral George W. Melville, Chief of the Bureau 
of Steam Engineering, has expressed himself so un- 
favorably. The report of Commander Bartlett is said 
to be extremely unfavorable to the Niclausse boiler, 
When it was adopted for the Maine and several other 
ships of the Navy now under construction, notably the 
Pennsylvania, Georgia, Virginia and Colorado, Admiral 
Melville was the only member of the Board on Con- 
struction who voted against it. The investigation to be 
made of the Maine’s boilers will probably do much to 
determine whether or not the type will be continued for 
use in the Navy. 
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From a communication sent to the ARMy AND NAVY 
JOURNAL by an enlisted man of the 29th U.S. Infantry, 
we infer that he believes that the work of the colored 
troops who have served in Cuba and the Philippines 
has not been properly appreciated. We believe, never- 
theless, that this impression arises from insufficient and 
misleading information. White officers who have com- 
manded colored troops are unanimous in praise of their 
intelligence, discipline and valor. Our correspondent’s 
complaint is based upon certain remarks disparaging to 
negro soldiers recently attributed to Brig. Gen. Frank 
ID. Baldwin, U.S.A., which have been indignantly re- 
pudiated by that officer and which, as he explains, are 
directly at variance with the results of his experience 
and observation. The writer of the communication in 
question, who is obviously an intelligent and self respect- 
ing soldier, should beware of accepting the unproved 
statements of the daily newspapers concerning the Army 
or its officers. ‘These statements are frequently not only 
utterly without foundation in fact but, purposely or 
otherwise. have the effect of exciting a demoralizing 
spirit of unrest in the Service. 
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As evidence that the gunnery of the United States 
Navy, even before the great improvement derived front 
recent practice, was not as poor as it might have been, it 
is worth while to quote a comparison between certain 
American and British target records which appears in 
the current number of Notes on Naval Progress pub- 
lished by the Navy Department. The records are those 
of the British warships, Empress of India, Formidable 
and Speedy, and of the American warships Alabama, 
Kearsarge and Massachusetts. In one tour of target 
practice last year the three British ships fired a total of 
119 rounds and made twelve hits, while the American 
ships, under relatively the same conditions, fired 154 


rounds and made thirty-one hits. In other words, the 
British gunners, firing 119 shots, made but a trifle more 
than ten per cent. of hits, while the Americans, out of 
154 shots, made nearly twenty per cent. of hits. There 
is certainly nothing disheartening in that showing. 
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While there will be no captious criticism of the act of 
the Pennsylvania legislature appropriating $25,000 for 
the purchase of a silver service for the United States 
armored cruiser named in honor of that State, there is 
considerable force in the suggestion that a portion of the 
money might fitly be spent in providing the ship with q 
handsome library for the common use of officers and men. 
The supply of desirable reading matter on our warships 
is always limited and the means of increasing it are ex- 
ceedingly small. ‘The gifts of silver which have been 
made to the vessels of the new Navy by their sponsor 
States are both beautiful and appropriate, but if in ad- 
dition to them each ship were presented with a thousand 
or two thousand wisely selected works of history, biogra- 
phy and fiction by the people of the State for which she 
is mamed the educational results would be altogether 
wholesome. The silver is all right, but why not books 
as well as silver? 
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The Navy Department has purchased two sets of the 
Lodge-Muirhead wireless telegraph instruments for test 
with a view to possible adoption for the Navy. The ad- 
dition of this type makes six different types of wireless 
telegraph apparatus now being tested by the Bureau of 
Equipment. Tests with wireless telegraphy are now be- 
ing made with very promising results between Annapolis 
and the cruiser Prairie in the Chesapeake Bay. Upon 
the conclusion of these tests it is tne intention of the 
Navy Department to install wireless telegraph appa- 
ratus on the Topeka and tests will be made between the 
two vessels off Montauk Point with a view to determin- 
ing whether or not the messages sent between these two 
ships can be intercepted by the land station on Montauk 
Point. The results of these tests will probably finally 
decide what system will be adopted for the Navy.

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“There is a pretty little row across the Channel just 
now about wine on board ship as a weight,” the London 
Engineer says. “It appears that some traveller dis- 
covered that instead of grog—which is wine in the French 
fleet-—Russian sailors get tea. Russian ships carry abcut 
150 automatic torpedoes each, and these weigh about 
what the French wine does. This point has struck re- 
formers, who want, instead of vin ordinaire, automatic 
torpedoes, that are anything but ordinary. We do not 
know whether the crusade will result m Jacques Cra- 
paud being depfived of his wine for the sake of more 
torpedoes than he can possibly use, but we can think of 
another navy wherein superfluous paint might be re 
placed by something more useful.” 

Private John Walton, of the 94th Co. of Coast Art., 
U.S.A., has paid very dear for his appetite for good 
food. He has been found guilty by a G.C.M., at Fort 
Flagler, of breaking into the meat safe and bread room 
of the company, and stealing therefrom one leg of mut- 
ton, bread and other parts of the company ration. He 
was further charged with roasting the leg of mutton in 
the furnace of the company laboratory, and of appropriat- 
ing the roast and other articles to his own use. He was 
sentenced to confinement at hard labor for one year, 
forfeiting all pay and allowances and dishonorable dis- 
charge. The sentence was confirmed, and Private Wal- 
ton will be imprisoned at Alcatraz Island, Cal. 
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It is probable that the next recommendation made to 
Congress for naval increase will contain an item for a 
number of so-called “scout” ships, which will be es- 
pecially designed to be the “eyes of the fleets.” Excperi- 
ments are now being conducted at the model experi- 
ment tank at the Washington Navy Yard with a view 
to obtaining a vessel for scouting purposes that will 
have the highest practicable speed. the greatest coal 
carrying capacity, and the heaviest armament. As ten- 
tatively planned, the scouts will be vessels of from one 
to three thousand tons displacement with a speed of 
about 26 or 27 knots. It is the intention to assign 
several of these craft with each squadron. 
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It is hoped that promising shots in the U.S. Marine 
Corps may be given ample opportunity for practice this 
year, for the formation of a team to shoot in competition 
at the annual meeting at Sea Girt, N.J., of the N.R.A. 
Those on duty at the navy yard, New York, have the 
fine State range at Creedmoor easily available, afte’ 
permission is obtained from the Headquarters of the 
National Guard. In order to further develop the shoot- 
ing powers of the team, it is hoped arrangements may be 
made to have it encamp at Sea Girt several weeks be 
fore the matches. Marines on duty at Washington will 
practice on the Ordway range. 











Recruiting for regiments serving in the Philippines 
continues brisk; for organizations in the United States. 
especially the Coast Artillery, not so brisk. ‘The Coast 
Aitillery nowadays requires men of intelligence above the 
ordinary, and special inducements, it seems to us, in the 
way of pay should be held out. A correspondent advo 
cates putting them on a footing with the men of the En- 
gineer Battalion. That seems reasonable. 
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MANEUVERING QUALITIES OF BATTLESHIPS. 


IN-TURNING VS. OVT-TURNING SCREWS. 

The great importance of the discussion throughout the 
Naval Service as to the relative values of the out- 
turning and in-turning screws for battleships has led us 
to request Rear Admiral George W. Melville, Chief of 
the Bureau of Steam Engineering, to furnish the 
Army AND Navy JougNat with his views on the subject. 
The matter has not yet been definitely settled by the 
Board on Construction, and without doubt this expres- 
sion of the Engineer-in-Chief of the Navy will be read 
with exceeding interest by all interested in the discussion. 
it is a very thoughtful and conservative expression of 
opinion, and the advocates of the out-turning system will 
be forced to bring some substantial facts to controvert 
the argument advanced. 

Admiral Melville’s views are as follows: 


The question as to whether the screw propellers of 
warships should turn inboard or outboard is not new to 
the engineering world. For twenty years the subject has 
been discussed, the controversy starting anew every dozen 
years by reason of some naval expert bringing up a new 
phase of the question. The principal point at issue for 
many years was that of propulsive efficiency. Both ex- 
periment and experience showed that if there was any 
advantage of either installation, it leaned towards that 
of the design which turned inboard. ‘This was absolute- 
ly independent of any engineering reasons for having the 
screws turn in that direction. 

The question as to which form of installation is the 
maneuvering power has been touched upon several times 
during the past twenty years. ‘Lhere is no information 
extant that for deep raft vessels there is any resulting 
maneuvering advantage for either form of installation. 
It was because there were important engineering reasons 
for turning the propellers inboard, and no apparent ad- 
yantage in having them work outboard, that naval engi- 
neers rather inclined to the inboard system of working 
the serews. 

THE OPINION OF BRITISH NAVAL EXPERTS. 

About a year ago Admiral Sir J. O. Hopkins, K.C.B., 
read a paper before the United Service Institution of 
Great Britain concerning the advisability of building 
smaller battleships. One of the points that he brought up 
was the following: 

“Should the propellers in future designs of battle- 
ships turn inwards or outwards.” 

Admiral Hopkins touched very briefly upon this special 
point—that point being one of a half dozen which he 
presented for special discussion. The remarks of Ad- 
miral, Hopkins concerning in-turning vs. out-turning 
screws are as follows: 

‘My own experience of two ships in the Mediterranean 

igainst the screws turning inward, as it handicapped 
the ships turning with no ‘way on’ to such an extent as 
almost to make turning on their heels without ‘way on’ 
impossible. And many of you wili call to mind, with the 
outward revolving propellers, how the good ship under 
you steadily swung round the compass without moving 
head or astern by simply revolving the screws in oppo- 
site directions, and one always felt what a pull it was in 
close harbors or tight places.” 

“The good ships of the past,” of which Admiral Hop- 
kins, speaks as being so readily maneuvered, were of 
broad beam as compared with their length, and were 
therefore much easier handled than their prototypes of 
to-day. The merchant steamers of the same period were 
handled with ease, and steamed rapidly into harbor, 
while the larger passenger steamers of the present day 
are brought slowly into port. It is thus fair to pre- 
sume that it is by reason of the increase in displacement 
and in ratio of length to beam that the maneuvering 
quality of the battleship has been sacrificed and, not be- 
cause of an installation of in-turning screws. 

VIEWS OF ADMIRAL SIR N. BOWDEN-SMITH, K.C.B. 

In the discussion of Admiral Hopkins’s paper, Ad- 
niral Sir N. Bowden-Smith, K.C.B., stated as regards 
the inboard turning screw question : 

“The lecturer asked whether the screws should turn 
outwards or inwards. If by their turning inwards the 
ship cannot be turned so readily with no way on, I 
would not sacrifice the ship’s turning power for a slight 
increase in speed.” 

ADMIRAL BERESFORD FAVORS OUT-TURNING PROPELLERS. 

Rear Admiral the Right Hon. Lord Charles Beresford, 
C.B., made this statement in answering Sir John Hop- 
kins’ question as to the direction in which the screws 
should be turned: 

“The next point is with regard to the inward screw. 
I entirely agree with Sir John Hopkins. The inward 
screw does militate against the handiness of the ship 
when going in and out of harbor on ordinary active 
service; ang it is a hundred chances to one in an action 
that a skilful captain who knew his ship absolutely 
might sink an adversary or might avoid being sunk 
if he had outward turning screws. Probably the 
inward turning screws do produce a little extra speed. 
The real reason for the inward turning screw was to give 








the engineer a little — control over his engines. 
Thi it is a very good int, and a very serious point; 
but everything to do with the ship is a compromise, 
and you most certainly ought never to sacrifice the 
fighting efficiency so that the captain is unable to do his 

~" best with the ship under any consideration what- 


The paper of Admiral Hopkins was discussed by Vice 
A a C. P. Fitzgerald, the Right Hon. Lord Bras 
st C.B., and Admiral the Right Hon. Sir J. O 
Da mo. Hay, K.C.B., but none of these three distin- 
guished experts gave any consideration to the relative 
advantages of in-turning or out-turning screws. 


ADMIRAL PARR FAVORS IN-TURNING SCREWS 
Che subject seemed to appeal very strongly to Rear 
Admiral A. C. Parr, for he said: 


With regard to the turning re wer of the vessel with 
the screws turning inwards, I have often heard it said 
that the vessels do not turn as well as with those turn- 
ing outwards> and having been recently in a position 
to make certain trials with regard to it, I thought it 
was advisable to do so. I did not find, with my own 
experience of outward turning screws, that the vessel

ADMIRAL FREEMANTLE BELIEVES THERE IS BUT LITTLE 
DIFFERENCE. 
Upon this special point Admiral the Hon. Sir DB. R. 
Freemantle, G.C.B., thus spoke : 


“As a little further criticism of the lecture, I should - 


like to allude to the question of the screws turning 
inwards. My experience is veer much the same as that 
of Admiral pare I do not think there is a very great 
deal of difference ae, screws turning inwards or outwards. 
Where the difficulty comes in is where there is a breeze 
of wind or a nasty current on the bow—a nasty tide. 
Under those circumstances a ship, whether with screws 
turning inwards or turning outwards, will not and 
turn without way on. There is a uifference, I 

but it is not so very great. The reason’ given by Lord 
Charles Beresford why the screws turn inwards is a 
very important one, namely, that the engineers may be 
able to control the engines with much greater faculty 
at starting and stopping, and on every other occasion.” 


A careful analysis of the discussions will show that as 
a matter of fact only one of the experts who took part 
in the discussion had attempted by practical experiment 
to secure positive information upon the subject. That 
officer was Rear Admiral Parr. . . 

Admiral Hopkins asserts that the question was raised 
to invite discussion. 

One has only to read the reply of Sir John Hopkins to 
his various critics to show how ne weakened _ his 
own proposition when confronted with the positive evi- 
dence furnished by Admiral Parr from careful experi- 
ments. In justice to Admiral Hopkins it is but fair t 
state that he did not unqualifiedly assert that in-turning 
screws impaired the maneuvering power of battleships. 
His contention was that he had found ships with in-turn- 
ing screws difficult to maneuver, and that he invited ex- 
pression of opinion from experts in the British navy u 
this question. In closing the discussion, Admiral Hop- 
kins said: 

“I am happy to think that in replying I have very 
little to say. I introduced my bantling to this distin- 
guished audience in the hope that it would be very care- 
fully nursed, so that we might see what sort of young 
man, or middle- -aged man, or older man it might grow 
up into. A great many of the audience have been 
against the baby and have said, ‘It is no use; cast it 
away.’ Others have taken very kindly to it, and think 
it is worth a little further nursi The whole point 
was a matter for discussion, and think out of that 
discussion we have heard very many valuable observa- 
tions. Taking the last criticism trst, Admiral Parr 
told us that fe has found that the screws turning in- 
wards produce as good results as those yo outwards 
from a dead point. My experience is totally different 
from that. My experience is, that with no way on there 
is no turning power in the ship that has her propellers 
revolving inwards. If he has ree pg tg tne serv- 
ice will be glad to know it as a fact, but hitherto we 
have usually heard the opposite. It is, however, a 
great comfort to hear the contrary. It was with a 
sad feeling that I saw all new ships without exception 
being fitted with the in-turning screws. If we come 
to the history of the in-turning screws, it is owing to 
the constructors, who go in for oe ee | that will 
give them a trifle more speed. Th ey. do not think of 
it as the naval officer does, that is, how it affects 
everything. With remara to the chief ‘engineer and the 
middle platform, that is a good thing, but it is not 
everything. Lord Charles Beresford was quite correct 
there. If you sacrifice to the smallest extent the turn- 
ing powers of your ships, at any speed whatever, you 
are probably paying dear for 11.’ 


Since the discussion took place before the United Ser- 
vice Institution, quite a number of naval architects, 
marine engineers and naval tacticians and strategists 
have given expression to their views upon the subject. 

Vessels of heavy tonnage, whether battleships or ocean 
greyhounds, must be brought into port under reduced 
speed. 

One of the new reasons advanced for reverting to out- 
turning screws is the fact that it now takes a much 
longer time for the modern battleship to enter port than 
it did a dozen years ago, and the fault is ascribed to the 
installation of in-turning screws. It should be remem- 
bered, however, that the battleships have increased 50 
per cent. in tonnage during the t decade, and that it 
is much more reasonable to ascribe the cause of requiring 
longer time to enter and leave port, to the size of the 
ship rather than to the method of turning the propellers. 
The following facts bearing upon this point should also 
be kept in mind. That most commanding officers pos- 
sess but little experience in maneuvering ships of great 
size, and that those responsible for the safety of suci 
vessels realize the imperative necessity of steaming such 
ships slowly into harbor. Whether the ship had in-turn- 
ing or out-turning screws, disastrous consequences would 
eventually ensue if a vessel of 15,000 tons displacement 
was moved y wwe =A to or from her dock, or speeded when 
entering or leaving harbor. 

The experience of the Cedric comparcd with the 
Cymric. 

In regard to the handiness of the great ocean liners. 
it may be pértinent to state that it is common report that 
the White Star Line Steamship Company has not found 
the Cedric a paying investment as compared with the 
smaller ship Cymric of the same line. The Cedric has a 
length over all of 750 feet; an extreme breadth of 75 
feet, and a gross registered tonnage of 21,000 tons. As she 
has to wait for the tide before entering or leaving port, 
and as she has to use tugs and be subjected to other de- 
lays, by reason of her size, it has ee found that the 
financia! return, which was expected of the Cedric has 
not been secured, and that the primary reason is due to 
the question of delay at the terminal points. This vessel 
has out-turning screws, and like all of her class has to 
approach her wharf or anchorage very slowly. 

Ocean liners require aid of tugs to reach their wharves. 

Tt would be pertinent to remind those who are advocat- 
ing out-turning screws that practicaily all the great 
ocean liners have their screws fitted in such manner, and 
yet when leaving or making dock such vessels invariablr 
aaahaee the aid of tugs, and also enter and leave port at

It not only takes increased tiene for such large ships

A series of such experiments would show that as the 
ratio of length of the ship to distance apart of the oo 
has progressively inc the turning moment of bon 
propellers is correspondingly less efficent, whether 
vessel be fitted with in-turning or out-turning screws. It 
is because this ratio is excessive that even in thé case of 
ocean greyhounds, vessels which are fitted with out-turn- 
ing screws, that tugs must be used to bring these vessels 
to and from a wharf.

Vessels with poorly designed rudders afford but little 
information. 

the experience of a ship fitted with an unusual design 
of rudder has been cited as illustrating the poor maneu- 
vering quality of in-turning screws. Any vessel with an 
inefficient rudder cannot be taken as a fair illustration 
of the worth of either in-turning or out-turn’ installa- 
tions. If the screws of such a vessel were fted it is 
possible that some reliable comparative data could be se- 
cured, but conclusions are worthless as. to maneuveri 
powers when derived from any ship installed with an ill- 
designed rudder. he 4 

Torpedo-boat destroyer conditions are not applicable 
to vessels of deep draft 

The experience of some of the torpedo boats have been 
cited as illustrating the lack of maneuvering qualities of 
in-turning serews. So much depends upon the skill of 
individual commanders in handling torpedo boats and 
destroyers, and the conditions under which such vessels 
are operated are so varying, that any information upon 
the subject derived from this class of boats shoyld not be 
regarded as conclusive unless comparative tests were 
made with similar boats fitted with different systems ot 
turning the propellers. 

Naval engineers desire that comparatwe tests be con- 
ducted. 

While the British ships lately authorized have out-turn- 
ing screws, I have learned from reliable sources that very 
little hope is entertained that any improvement will be 
effected as regards maneuvering power in the deep draft 
battleships. e Bureau of Steam Engineering has like- 
wise directed that some of the battleships~lately con- 
tracted for should have out-turning screws, but such ac- 
tion has been based upon the hope that such installations 
will permit comparative information to be secured. En- 
gineering efficiency, however, has been decreased to some 
extent by this action by decreasing the ability of those in 
the engine room to observe the working of certain parts 
of the machinery of both engines from the central plat- 
form. 

Experiments with yacht Niagara. : 

The experience of the yacht Niagara, built by the Har- 
lan & Hollingsworth Company, Wilmington, Del., is quot- 
ed as sustaining the contention that out-turning screws 
give greater maneuvering power than in-turning screws. 
The engineers of that company inform me that no experi- 
ments were made with the Niagara for determining the 
comparative maneuvering qualities of an in-turning and 
out-turning installation of propellers. The change of pro- 
pellers was made simply to secure increased speed. While 
inereased speed was secured by changing the screws to 
an out turning direction, that was not the primary cause 
for the gain in speed. This increased propulsive efficiency 
was aakehie secured because there was considerable tun- 
ing up of tne engines. The pitch of the blades had also 
been increased, and this may have had much to do with 
the results secured. 

It is common every day experience for steamship and 
yacht builders to change the pitch of the propellers, to 
tune up the engines and to make minor changes and im- 
provements to attain the speed guaranteed. It is be- 
cause the incfeased propulsive efficiency that was secured 
in the case of the Niagara was so much at variance with 
the results obtained elsewhere that I made special in- 
quiry in regard to the matter, and found that the gain 
in speed was primarily due to changes and improvements 
that would suggest themselves to any skilful marine engi- 
neer of experience. ; 

Bureau of Steam Engineering receptive for informa- 
tion upon question. 

The Bureau of Steam Engineering is exceedingly re- 
ceptive for information upon this subject. ‘Che problem 
as to which direction the screw should turn has been 
under discussion for many years, and the weight of evi- 
dence is in favor of the propellers turning inboard. The 
question is too important to be decided by evidence or 
opinion that is not founded upon extended experience or 
experiment. It is possible for the Department to solve 
the problem very quickly, and that is by using pairs of 
good-sized ships to secure comparative data, one of 
each pair being fitted with in-turning and the other with 
out-turning screws. ‘ 

The Bureau, however, doubts that the direction ot 
turning of the propellers has any influence upon the ma- 
neuvering qualities of vessels naving shafts well separat- 
ed, propellers deeply immersed and the action of one pro- 
peller uninterfered with by that of the other, the dead 
wood preyenting this interference. 

In torpedo boats and destroyers, however, this differ- 
ence in turning properties may possibly exist. In such 
craft the shafts are close together; the tips of the blades 
when inboard are extremely close to each other; and the 
blades of the screws when upwards are so close to the 
surface of the water that they cause air to pass down to 
the screws, and thus produce an appreciable difference in 
the densities of the medium in which the blades work. 

Causes that will produce effect upon turning effort. 

The effects of the above on turning effort are explainea 
as follows: (a) Distance apart of shafts: A vessel 
in turning, by using her screws alone, may be regarded 
as turning about some point in her keel or keel 
prolonged as a center; the turning arm befng equal to 
the athwartship distance between the shafts at this point. 
The closer the shafts are together and the greater the 
length of the vessel, or in other words, the greater the 
ratio of iength of vessel to turning arm,—the greater 
will be the power required for turning. ‘This ratio for 
torpedo boats and destroyers varies from 19:1 to 54:1, 
while for gunboats it is about 11:1, for cruisers 20:1, 
and for battleships 11:1, assuming that the turning center 
is in the midship section. 

(b) Proximity of screws with absence of dead wood: 
A propeller is most efficient when working ahead, as the 
driving surface is then more nearly a true helical surface. 
Where one screw is turning ahead and the other astern. 
and the screw are so close together that no dead wood 
intervenes to prevent one screw from influencing the 
action of the other, the propeller that is turning out- 
board throws a certain amount of water directly across 
the other inboard turning screw. This action changes 
the direction and velocity of flow and decreases the densi- 
ty of the propeller race, and seriously affects the propul- 
sive efficiency of the propeller thus interfered with. 

(ce) Serews close to surface: Where the gee 
are so close to the surface of the water as to break the 
surface and draw down air to the screws, the difference 
in densities of the medium in which the upper and lower 
blades work caused by this suction of air, will have its 
minimum effect when the outboard turning screw is driv- 
ing ahead, and its maximum effect when the inboard 
turning screw is moving ahead. 


Continental navies find in-turning and out-turning 
screws efficient for maneuvering purposes. 

It is a matter of special significance that no complaint 
comes from either G or France in regard to the 

oo of their battleships. All the 
German vessels that have passed through the Kiel canal 
seem to possess exceptional maneuvering qualities, wheth- 
er they have in-turning or out-turning screws. 

A careful study of the French technical papers will 
also show that the Admiralty officials are quite well sat- 
isfied with the maneuvering qualities of their large battle- 
ships. Both the twin and triple screw ae of that na- 
tion have some of each class fitted with in-turning and 
out-turning screws, and thus that naval power is best 
fitted to form a definite conclusion on the question, since 
comparative data can be secured. : 

Careful inquiry has also been made of the maneuvering 
qualities of the latest triple-screw Russian battleships 
that have been commissioned, and there seems to be no 
evidence that difficulty is experienced by Russian naval 
officers in maneuvering their largest vessels. 

_ Superior maneuvering quality of triple screw installa- 


ions. 

It should likewise be noted that the majority of the 
battleships of Germany and France, as well as some of 
Russia, have of late been fitted with triple screws. If ma- 
neuvering quality is of primary importance, then I have 
no hesitation in,stating that we snould look into the di- 
rection of such a distribution of motive power rather than 
depending upon out agg Nope - of propellers for 
this tactical superiority. is contention is sustained by 
the declaration of German naval experts, who have of- 
pee stated that the tactical aeremneate have been the 
impelling reasons which have influenced the German Ad- 
mirality in demanding that all the battleships of the 
home squadron be fitted with a triple screw installation. 

Military reasons demand that definite information be 
secured upon this subject. 

The most cogent reasons upon the part of the de 
signers in providing for an in-turning system of screws 
bas been to secure efficiency and endurance in the en- 
gine room, for it is certain that breakdowns and acci- 
dents will be of more frequent occurence if engineering 
reasons are to be needlessly sacrificed in the arrangement 
of the screws. It is as easy for the designer to provide 
for an out-turning installation as for an in-turning de- 
sign, but the engineer has a right to demand that if.a 
change is to be made, it should only be done after com- 
parative experiment has been made particularly as such 
experimentation would not involve an expensive cutlay. 
It is certain that the future commanding officers of the 
Navy have the greatest interest in maintaining the in- 
turning installation, and that the ship which can be ma- 
neuvered most readily will be the one where it will be 
possible to answer bell signals most promptly by the few- 
est possible number of men. 

Data and not dogmas will alone solve the problem. 

During the past ten years the Bureau has provided for 
as many installations of out-turning screws as in-turning 
screws, and it has only reverted of late years to the in- 
turning system because increased engineering efficiency 
has been secured thereby. It does not oppose a change, 
but it insists that the decision should rest upon the re- 
sult of careful experiment and not upon generalization 
that will not stand the test of experience or investigation. 

Is it not possible that the difficulty experienced in ma- 
neuvering with inboard working screws has been due to 
the fact that there has been a failure to recognize the fact 
that one must unlearn, if not partly forget, the method 
practiced when operating with the out-turning system?

LIFE IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Calamba, Laguna, P.1., March 2, 1903. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

To the “Island Widows” in the United States, preseni 
and prospective, the following is addressed: Judging 
from the uncertainty of mind under which 1 labored be- 
fore coming to the Philippines, I am sure that there are 
many Army women in the United States who would be 
glad to know the exact proportion of the pros and cons 
regarding the advisability of going to the Philippines and 
of taking children there.. 

I knew a number of persons who had been over here, 
and many more who could give me information second- 
hand, but it was all indefinite and unsatisfactory. |! 
finally decided that I must form my own opinion from 
personal experience or remain forever uncertain as to 
what to believe, for half the people I met told me it 
would mean “disaster and sudden death” to come here 
and the other half told me the reverse. As a matter of 
fact, like in everything else, the individual must first be 
reckoned with before any rules can be laid down. Some 
people can eat lobster-Newburg and welsh-rarebit with- 
out any ill effects; others cannot. Some people like 
winter, others like summer best. Just so there are prob- 
ably some women who would not thrive in the tropics 
and others who would get along better out here than in 
Alaska, par example, or in Ethan Allen, Vermont. 

We are stationed in one of the hottest places in the 
islands, Calamba, Laguna Province, and so far it has 
been quite comfortable, even at night, and always de 
lightful for riding, driving and walking before nine 
in the morning and after four in tne afternoor?. In many 
other posts, even in Manila, it is cooler still. I have 
heard individuals in the United States call Manila hot. 
It may be so in summer, but it is certainly not hot in 
winter. Each time I have been there I have found it 
much cooler than I ever found Santiago de Cuba in 
winter, and I do not believe that Manila, can possibly be 
hotter than Santiago in summer. Many places in the 
Philippines are as cool and somettmes cooler than 
Havana. Certainly statistics prove that (barring the 
cholera, which is now practically over) the Philippines 
are healthier than Cuba. The death rate (death not 
caused by war) and the percentage of sick have always 
been lower in proportion here than in Cuba. 

I firmly believe that children and old people thrive tn 
the tropics. It has always been considered so of Cuba. 
and | can see no practical difference between the two 
countries so far as comfort and healtfulness of climate 
are concerned. It might be advisable to give children a 
change to Japan at the end of a year over here, although 
i have seen some pretty healthy, rosy children who have 
not been away from the islands for two years, and for a 
year of that time have been right in Manila. None of 
the children’s diseases prevail over here, and there is 
no grip or pneumonia to fear for the little ones. Alto- 
gether I believe that a child’s chances of health and life. 
between the ages of one year and eight years, are better 
in the Philippines than in the United States, and after the 


t 








age of eight or nine I should say the chances were about 
even in both countries. Children old enough to be edu- 
cated would lack proper schooling except in Manila, 
where there is a good convent school and one or two pri- 
vate schools to which the English residents of Manila 
send their children. 

As far as women are concerned, if those who come out 
here fail in health, in the majority of cases it is their 
own fault. The climate of course makes one lazy physi- 
cally and mentally, but if women will only persist in tak- 
ing regular exercise, and making such use of their minds 
as was originally intended by a Divine Providence, they 
will keep as well here as elsewhere, certainly for a year 
or two at a stretch. If the mind grows lax in this coun- 
try it has a direct evil effect upon the body, as has been 
proven many times even in the cases of officers. Women 
stationed in Manila have enough to divert them, which 
women in the provinces lack, but they do not take enough 
regular exercise and the constant rush of the life there 
and the late hours are not conducive to bright eyes and 
fresh faces. A little less gaiety and more out-door exer- 
cise would keep women in Manila in good health and 
spirits. There are but one or two places in the Islands 
where it is not advisable to take women, notably Samar 
and Mindanao. 

A “Nipa House” does not sound inviting to the uniniti- 
ated, but it is the coolest sort of a house for this coun- 
try, and can be made very homelike and attractive with 
wicker furniture, Philippine mats, light Indian draperies, 
etc. The servant question is not half the problem out 
here that it is anywhere in the States. The China- 
men make good cooks and the Filipino muchachos, though 
frightfully stupid and slow, are not much worse than the 
average ignorant, unwilling and impertinent American 
second-girl, who gets over double the wages of the mu- 
chacho. 

It takes money to live in Manila if one has to rent a 
house. If one has quarters, it costs no more to live in 
Manila than in many posts in the United States. I can 
assert. this as a fact. I can also assert that one can 
live in the provinces on much less than in any post in 
the United tes, and as for Army people trying to econ 
omize by having the wife and children remain in tho 
States while the husband lives in the Philippines, thus 
entailing the expense of two establishments, the idea is 
too absurd to argue about. 

The question of clothes is one which few’ Army wo 
men understand before they come to the Philippines. 
Absolutely nothing but thin summer clothes are needed 
and linen skirts, shirt-waists, and light summer. dresses 
can be bought and made in Manila cheaper-than in the 
United States, and quite as well, excepting of course the 
products of New York and other metropolitan talent. 
Elbow sleeves are worn in the day time, as well as in the 
evening, and no one thinks of wearing anything but a! 
least partial decoleté for dinner. In Manila the women 
go out so much that they require a greater number of 
gowns than women stationed in the provinces, but every- 
thing is relative, and a gown which woula not be quite 
the thing at a New York dinner passes very well in 
Manila wherever one goes. Women coming over here 
should save on American clothes to be able to buy the 
many beautiful and inexpensive articles of apparel to be 
found in China and Japan. 

_ Much has been said about the impossibility ‘of protect- 
ing clothes from dampness, moths, cockroaches, ants and 
the like. I have found that I worried unnecessarily over 
this matter, which.is no worse in the Philippines than in 
Cuba. Articles of clothing in constant use and frequent- 
ly washed, if kept in a wardrobe or hung in a protected 
place will not be effected by dampness, and the various 
insects will have no chance to attack them. Things will 
mildew if left long undisturbed, and this same neglect 
will give the cockroaches a fine opportunity for a rare 
feast. But if dresses, etc., not in constant use are put 
in tightly closed trunks and taken out and aired occa- 
sionally—say once in two weeks, or if the room is not 
in a damp locality once a month—one can keep them in 
the tropics indefinitely. Taffeta falls to pieces here, but 
India or Chinese silks make good substitutes if one 
must have silk linings, and are not affected by the climate. 

Summing up the whole question, there is no earthly 
reason why the wives and children of officers should noi 
come out to the Philippines, especially if they arrive in 
the autumn. If they are to be stationed in the provinces. 
they will save twice over the expense of coming here and 
going back. If in Manila and with troops they will have 
their quarters and get along very well. If an officer is 
on special duty in Manila he will probably have rank 
enough to support even a large family in that city, and if 
younger and of inferior rank, the chances are his famil) 
will not be unduly cumbersome. ; 

There are grave rumors of another insurrection. If 
these fears develop into realities women, of course, could 
only live in Manila, but at present and for some time 
past and, let us hope, for all time to come (so long as our 
Army is required to live here) women can be, have been 
and will be able to come to the Philippines with the hus 
bands, fathers or sons, without any terrible dread of the 
consequences. If at worst, the climate should prove un- 
suited to them, Japan is near at hand, and the United 
States no harder to return to than to get away from— 
provided of course our benign Government, in its mercy, 
leaves us the ‘Army transport system. 

Surely it is worth the trial, and worth the trip, and it 
only takes a little logic to arrive at this reasonable con- 
clusion, and a little courage to follow it out.

5th 
Some knowledge of English is required. Credit will be 
given in the French examination for a knowledge of 
Spanish, and vice versa; but the extra language ia not 
required. 
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PRHARDT AND EMERY CARRIAGBS. 


A question involving the patent control by the 
Erhardt Gun Company of some details of the cartiage 
adopted by the Ordnance Department for the new. model 
tield gun for the Army has arisen, and may delay the 
manufacture of the new guns. The War Department has 
recognized the rights of the Erhardt Company to certain 
features Of the breech mechanism of the new gun, but is 
unable to see the justice of the claims of this or any 
other concern, that there is an infringement of patent 
sights in the carriage. The carriage is the invention of 
Captain Wheeler of the Ordnance Department, and is 
said to be totally unlike the carriage of the Erhardt or 
any other field gun. Bids were recently opened at the 
Army Ordnance Department for the manufacture of 
fifty of the new model field pieces. No award has yet 
teen made, or probably will be made, pending the settle- 
ment of the question of patent rights. The Bethlehem 
Steel Company put in a bid of $10,500 for the manu- 
facture of the fifty guns complete, with carriages, the 
guus to be made of nicke!] steel, and another bid of $9,500 
for the gums and carriages, the guns to be made of plain 
steel. The American and British Manufacturing Com- 
pany bid $2,400 each on the guns alone, and the United 
States Rapid-fire Gun and Power Company made a 
much higher bid on the guns alone. The fifty guns that 
are being manufactured by the Ordnance Department are 
not progressing very rapidly. 

The Emery disappearing gun carriage; which has now 
been under construction for ten years and for which 
Congress has appropriated $180,000 exclusive of the $40,- 
000 appropriated last session, is to be completed and 
given a thorough test by the Ordnance Department of the 
Army. Secretary Root this week rendered the following 
self-explanatory decision in reference to making avail- 
uble the $40,000 appropriate, under certain conditions, 
for the completion of the carriage: “The Chief of Ord- 
nace, after careful examination and study of Mr. Emery’s 
designs, and the work already done on his disappearing 
carriage, has reported that there is a reasonable prob- 
ability that all the work contemplated can be completed 
for the amount appropriated. This view is given by the 
Ordnance Department as its best judgment under the 
uncertain conditions. Upon this report it is my judg- 
ment that the carriage, emplacement and loading mechan- 
ism of the Emery 12-inch elevating carriage can be com- 
pleted for the sum appropriated by the act of March 3, 
i903. The Chief of Ordnance has also reported that, i'. 
is the belief of the Ordnance Department that, in the 
hands of skilled persons, the Emery carriage would 
properly control the motion of the piece, and would serve 
ihe purpose for which intended, and has indicated that 
a ‘test of the utility of the main idea of the designer of 
the Emery carriage would enable advantage to be taken 
of any improvements of principle or detail over similar 
elements of the existing Service carriage which may be 
found to exist; such improvements, of course, being not 
impossible,” The Ordnance Department indicates a 
preference for making such a test of the construction of 
2 smaller and less complicated carriage designed for an 
S-inch gun, but this is not contemplated in the act of 
Congress, and would require further Congressional ac- 
tion; and in view of the amount of money which hag 
elready been expended upon the partly constructed car- 
riage for a 12-inch gun, I think it preferable that the 
test should be made by the completion of that carriage, 
and in my judgment such completion would be of service 
to the Government within the true intent and meaning 
of the statute. The appropriation contained in the last 
clause of the act of March 3, 1903, will accordingly be 
made available.” 

The following despatch was received by the War 
Department on April 22, from Major General George 
W. Davis, commanding the Division of the Philippines: 
“Manila, April 22, 1903. Lieut. Col. Henry W. Sprole 
committed suicide 10.35 a. m., April 22, shooting head 
with revolver. ‘Temporary insanity. Col. Almond B. 
Wells requests Lieut. Col. Fred. K. Ward transferred 
to the 1st Cavalry to fill vacancy Lieut. Col. Henry W. 
Sprole. Approved.” The suicide of Lieut. Col. Sprole 
is the eleventh case of suicide among officers of the 
Army since the occupation by American troops of the 
Philippines in those islands.

Surg. Gen. Presley M. Rixey, of the Navy, has again 
recommended to the Secretary of the Navy that the re- 
ceiving ship system be abolished and that land barrack« 
be erected at various naval stations for the preliminary 
training of recruits for the Naval Service. Admiral 
Rixey is of the opinion that epidemics of various dis 
eases are brought about by the crowding and other con- 
ditions existing on board of the receiving ships. It will 
be remembered that Rear Admiral Crowninshield, when 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, also advocated the 
doing away of the receiving ship system and the establish- 
ment of land barracks for the naval recruits. It is pos- 
sible that another year will see the barracks system in 
use. 
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The special board of Army officers, appointed under 
the provisions of an act of Congress to ascertain the 
condition of former Captain G. L. Detchemendy, who re- 
signed his commission some time ago onthe ground that 
be had not received a just reward for his part in the 
capture of Aguinaldo, has reported to the Secretary of 
War that Captain Detchemendy was mentally un- 
balanced at the time he resigned from the Army. By 
the terms of the special act of Congress governing this 
case, the President is now empowered to appoint Captain 
Detchemendy a captain on the retired list of the Army. 
It is probable that such action will be taken, in view 
of the findings of the board whic recently examined 
the former officer. 
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Major Gen. Adna R. Chaffee, U.S.A., spoke at a meet- 
ing of the Bible Class of John D. Rockefeller, jr., in the 
Fifth Avenue Baptist Church, New York, on the even- 
ing of April 23, but declined to relate his personal ex- 
periences in the Philippines as he had been requested, 
and devoted his remarks to a description of certain phases 
of life in the islands. General Chaffee expressed the 
conviction that the Spanish Government and Church had 
done much for the people in the islands, and added that if 
we accomplished as much with them in the next 300 
years as the Spanish did in the past 300, we shall cer- 
tainly be doing a great deal. 
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In reply-to a request by Brig. Gen. Frederick Funston, 
U.S.A.. for a board of inquiry to investigate certain “anti- 
imperialist” charges concerning his conduct in the Philip- 
pines, the Secretary of War has addressed a letter to 
tleneral Funston that after a full examination of the 
facts in the case a court of inquiry is considered unnec- 
essary and that the General is completely exonerated. 
The charges were made by Herbert Walsh and a com- 
mittee of Boston “anti-imperialists” several weeks ago, 
and as soon as General Funston read them he immedi 
ately asked for a board of inquiry. The whole matter 
has been thoroughly investigated by the War Depart- 
ment, and the charges found to be utterly groundless. 

The Alumni of Norwich (Vt.) University celebrated 
themselves at a dinner given at the Everett House, New 
York. on Thursday evening, April 23.

Dr. Chauncey Ayres, father of Chief Engineer §. | 
7 Ayres, U.S.N., retired, died at Stamford, Conn., Apri) 

Lieut. Col. Henry W. Sprole, ist U.S. Cav., com. 
mitted suicide at Manila, P.I., April 22, by shooting 
himself while temporarily insane. He was appointed 
to the U.S.M.A. from New York in October, 1865, and 
was graduated June 15, 1869 as 2d lieutenant, being as- 
signed to the 8th Cavalry, and served with it in Nevada 
Colorado, New Mexico and Texas. He was promote 
Ist lieutenant March 29, 1873, captain, July 2%, 18x5, 
major May 6, 1899, and lieutenant colonel, June 28, 1902. 
He was with his regiment in New Mexico and Texas to 
May, 1888; in Dakota, Montana and South Dakota to 
June, 1895; acting Indian agent to May, 1898, with regi- 
ment in North Dakota to October, 1898; in Alabama and 
Cuba to May, 1902; in Missouri to October, 1902; in 
the Philippine Islands to date of death. Colonel Sprole 
was brevetted captain Feb. 27, 1890, for gallant services 
in the pursuit of Indians on the Washita river, Texas, 
Oct. 14 and 15, 1874, and in the action against Indians 
on Muster creek, Texas, Nov. 29, 1874. 

Mr. Francis K. Van Auken, for several years chief 
clerk in the Inspector General’s office, Headquarters 
Department of the East, died April 18, at Plainfield, \. 
J., of blood poisoning after a short illness. The de. 
ceased was a prominent Mason and a faithful servant 
of the Government, highly esteemed by his associates 
and officers under whom he had served. The funera| 
services took place with full Masonic honors on April 21. 

Col. William T. Rockwood died at Saratoga, N.Y. 
April 21. At the outbreak of the Civil War he was in 
Georgia, but refused to join the cause of the Confederacy 
and went to St. Paul, Minn.

Judge Lyman J. Carlock, formerly of Peoria, LIl., for 
three years Judge of the Court of First Instance at (e- 
bu, in the island of that name, died there on April 18. o° 
ebolera, aged thirty-eight years. Governor Taft. of the 
Philippines, offered a year ago to transfer him to Ma 
nila but the offer was declined. 

Alexander Ramsey, formerly U.S. Senator from Min- 
nesota, ex-Governor of that State and Secretary of War 
under President Hayes, died at his residemce in St. 
Paul, Minn., April 22, aged eighty-three years. He 
was one of the war governors during the administra- 
tion of President Lincoln. A native of Pennsylvania. 
his appointment as Territorial Governer of Minnesota 
in 1849 lead to his removal to that territory and his 
identification with its growth from a territory into a 
state. It was through his skillful negotiation that the 
vast territory owned by the Sioux west of the Missis- 
sippi was purchased from the Indians and a fertile 
,000,000 acres in extent, thrown open to 
settlement. The first offer of troops for the support of 
the Government, after the news of the firing upon Fort 
Sumter was received in Washington, was made by Gov- 
ernor Ramsey, who was in Washington at the time. 

Prof. Francis M. Scala, the first director of the United 
States Marine Band, died at Washington, D. C., April 
19, aged eighty-four years. Prof. Scala was born in 
Naples, Italy, in 1819, and came to the United States 
in 18389. He entered the Navy as a third-class. musician, 
and was assigned to the frigate Brandywine.. When 
the cruise of the frigate terminated, Scala was discharged 
ac Norfolk, Va., ard enlisted at Washington in 1842, 
in the Fife Corps at the navy yard, an organization 
which developed into the Marine Band of the present 
day. Scala became leader of the Fife Corps and 
director of the Marine Band when organized. He re- 
mained director of the band for twenty-five years, and 
under his tutelage a number of apprentices were trained, 
who became prominent musicians, among these being 
John Philip Sousa, who joined the band as bass drunm- 
mer.

We observe that General Gillespie, Chief of Enzi 
neers, U.S.A., who is a member of the Board of Gov- 
ernors of ihe Metropolitan Club, Washington, has re- 
signed from that club because of the action of the Gov- 
ernors in refusing to admit Adjutant General Corbin to 
membership. It is expected that other resignations wil! 
follow. The question of the admission of any person to 
membership in a club is so delicate a one that we should 
not allude to this matter had it not already been made 
the subject of general discussion in the press as well as 
in private circles. The indignation of the friends of 
General Corbin is justly aroused because they believe 
that he has been made in this instance, as he has been 
in others, the victim of a vile slander which has pur- 
sued him for years. It originated in a story told by an 
officer of the Army, now deceased, who in his dying 
hour repented of the wrong he had done and left behind 
him a letter, now in possession of General Corbin, 
in which he stated that the story he had told was abso 
lutely without foundation and had originated in a de 
sire on his part to revenge himself for some fancied 
wrong. As to the existence of this letter there can be 
no doubt. To it a friend of General Corbin adds this 
statement: “That General Corbin is fond of a game of 
cards, as are many others in civil as well as in military 
life, there is no dispute. It is untrue, however, that he 
has ever laid himself open to reproach on the question of 
fair dealing at cards. In one instance General Corbin 
did have a dispute with another officer as to which of the 
two was entitled to the deal. This was settled to the 
complete satisfaction of both parties by handling th 
stakes, one dollar, to the waiter standing by. With tlvs 
single exception no controversy has ever arisen betwee 
General Corbin and another player. It seems to be 
necessary to be thus specific because vague charges cut 
only be met by specific denials. General Corbin's nonii- 
nation for the Metropolitan Club had the endorsement 0! 
the President, members of the Cabinet and others know- 
ing their candidate well and who would never have en 
dorsed a candidate concerning whom there could be auy 
question. Unfortunately, under club rules any two men 
being members of the board are able to prevent the elec- 
tion of a candidate, however strong his backing and ex- 
cellent his character.” We think it proper to publish 
this because the question of the character and the honor 
of the Adjutant General of the Army is one that con- 
cerns every officer in the Army. No man can hold the 
position that General Corbin has held for so many year* 
without making himself the victim of “envy. hatred and 
malice,” but he should be condemned, if at all, upon 
his record and not judged by stories which have their 
origin in the unfortunate disposition of cnr weak human 
nature to “get even” with a man who displeases you,

GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


1. That the National Guard and Militia be invited to 
shoot in department competitions with the Regular troops 
each year for tne same prizes for which the Regular 
Army shoot, and that the men of the National Guard 
and Militia sent to these competitions be taken from the 
States in the geographical limits of the department where 
the competitions are held, under such regulations as the 
Secretary of War may prescribe. 

2. That: the Secretary of War and Secretary of the 
Navy may be requested, if in their opinion it be prac- 
ticable, that the National Guard of the several States 
be permitted to use U.S. Government rifle ranges for tar- 
get practice at such dates as may not interfere with 
their use by the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, under 
guch regulations as may be promulgated by the com- 
mander of the Military departments in which such are 
located. 

3. That orders be issued to the Ordnance Department 
so that in all competitions and the preliminary practice 
therefor, the Army, Navy and Marine Corps and Na- 
tional Guard shall be supplied with the same uniform 
ammunition and no other. 

4. That every facility should be offered citizens outside 
of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps and organized mili- 
tia, to become proficient in rifle shooting, and that this 
puspose can be best accomplished by means of rifle 
clubs.

That the assistance of State and Territorial authorities 
and active and retired officers of the organized militia be 
utilized so far as practicable to assist in carrying out 
this work, 

5. That this Board be charged with the encouragement 
of rifle practice throughout the United States, particu- 
larly in the direction of qualifying as finished marks- 
men those individuals who may be called upon to serve 
in time of war; to encourage competition in marksman- 
ship between teams and individuals; to collect funds for 
the establishment and maintenance of ranges, the issue 
of military rifles and ammunition to those practicing 
thereat; to encourage indoor practice in armories, shoot- 
ing halls and other places and to furnish plans, targets, 
ete:, for that purpose; to create a public sentiment in re- 
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spect to the necessity of rifie practice as a means of na- 
tional. defence, and to secure reduced cost of transporta- 
tien for those engaged in military rifle practice, and to 
endeavor to procure State legislation for the establish- 
ment of ranges for rifie practice in the several States. 

In order that the practicability of developing the 
most expert marksmanship under the most favorable 
conditions may be duly considered with a view to rifle 
contests in future years the Chief of Ordnance be in- 
structed to report such plans as he may deem practicable 
for the manufacture and issue, for the purposes of prac- 
tice and for use in contests, of special ammunition of 
the highest efficiency. 

7. This Board gives its hearty approval and indorse- 
ment of the sending of a military team to Bisley, Eng- 
land, to compete for the foreign trophies and urges 
upon the patriotic citizens of the country to give it 
their financial support.

The persons subsisted in the “ship's officers’ mess” 
shall be the second, third and fourth officers; the second, 
third, fourth, fifth, and sixth assistant engineers; the 
refrigerating engineers; the electricians; the chief stew- 
ard; the clerks to the transport quartermaster and trans- 
port commissary, and all authorized persons traveling 
as second class passengers. 

The “ship's petty officers’ mess’ shall consist of the 
plumbers, donkeymen, storekeepers, oilers, and water 
tenders, boatswains, carpenter, quartermasters, master- 
at-arms, boatswains’ mates, carpenters’ mates, assistant 
master-at-arms, and assistant stewards, bakers, butchers, 
cooks, and pantrymen. é 

Waiters will mess as directed by the chief steward. 

The messes aboard transports will be conducted as at 
present and stores not consumed in one mess will be 
utilized in some of the other messes aboard the vessel. 

The ‘sailors’ and firemen's mess’’ shall consist of the 
— firemen, and coal passers connected with the 
ship. 

The ‘“‘troop mess” shall consist of the troops traveling, 
the mess being tndeér the charge of the messing officer 
of the command aboard. 

The subsistence superintendent will in general terms 
prescribe the bills of fare for the various vessels. 

136. Sergeant majors (regimental); quartermaster ser- 
geants (regimental); ordnance, commissary, post quar- 
termaster, and electrician sergeants; sergeants first-class, 
Hospital Corps; first-class sergeants of the Signal Corps, 
chief musicians, chief trumpeters, and principal musicians;

Publishes an opinion of the Judge Advocate Generaj 
U.S.A., as to the rights and powers of the military o, 
board transports in the case of civilians who refuse ty 
submit to military discipline. In his opinion Genera) 
Davis says: 

“The authority to subject civilians to military contro 
is expressly restricted by law to ‘retainers to the camp 
and all persons serving with the Armies of the Unite 
States in the field’ who, in time of war, are made ‘su)jec; 
to orders according to the rules and discipline of war,’ 

“An Army transport is a public vessel of the United 
States, but differs in many essential respects from a ship 
of war on the one hand and from a merchant vessge) 
carrying the papers and flag of the United States on the 
other. In the case of the merchant vessel the difference 
being that the authority to enforce order among the 
passengers is vested by maritime law in the master 
of the vessel and acts done by him in that regard ars 
subject to review by courts having admiralty jurisdic: ion. 

“In the case of the Army transports the authority for 
the maintenance of discipline is distributed by the trans. 
port regulations among the commanding officers of the 
png I the transport quartermaster, and the master of 

e ship. 

“In the case under discussion paragraph 189 of t 
Transport Regulations provides that— 5 dive 

“*The commanding officer of troops embarked will be re. 
sponsible for the discipline of his command, including 
such casuals, discharged and furloughed soldiers as may 
be given transportation on board ship, and also respon- 
sible for the proper policing and cleansing of quarters 
occupied by the troops, including mess decks.’ 

“The powers vested in the commanding officer by the 
regulation above cited are substantially those recognized 
by the admiralty law of the world as belonging to the 
master of a vessel which carries passengers by sea, 
They seem ample and officers in whom they are vested 
have the force at their command to carry them into ef- 
fect. As in the case of the master a particular exer- 
cise of authority on the part of the commanding officer 
may be reviewed in courts having appropriate juris- 
diction, and it is the opinion of this office that such a 
right: of action can not be divested by legislation; nor, 
in the opinion of this office, does it seem necessary to 
make this matter the subject of legislative regulation.”

SAN JUAN. 


San Juan, Porto Rico, April 14, 1908. 
The condition of Midshipman Caspar Goodrich, who

week. The patient's mother, the wife of Capt. Caspar 
F. Goodrich of the Minneapolis, arrived in San Juan on 
last week’s steamer. . 

Before the departure of the revenue cutter Algonquin 
from San Juan last Saturday to go into dry dock at Pen. 
sacola. Cavtain Wadsworth and the officers of the cutter 
held a very pretty reception on board the ship to say 
farewell to their many friends here. The Porto Rican 
regiment band furnished music, and a couple of hundred 
Army and Navy officers and other society folks paid their 
respects and danced on the Algonquin’s decks. The ship 
was beautifully decorated with palms and flags. The 
Algonquin’s officers and their families have been wel- 
come guests at many social functions here for several 
months and their departure is very generally regretted 

From inside and authentic sources in naval circles it 
is learned that the recommendations of Secretary of the 
Navy Moody, as the result of his personal inspection of 
the proposed sites for the West Indian Naval Station for 
the United States, will be: First: That the principal 
naval base be established at Guantanamo, Cuba, suffi- 
cient land being purchased for the purpose. Second’ 
That a dry dock and Jarge machine shops and greatly 
improved coal docks be established at San Juan, Porte 
Rico, and that the harbor of San Juan be improved by 
dredging. Third: That docking and coaling facilities be 
improved at Culebra, at Great Harbor, and that the 
island be further fortified. Twenty-one guns are now 
mounted and the work of building magazines is progress- 
ing under direction of Lieut. L. M. Harding. 

A court of inquiry, presided over by Surg. Charles H. 
T. Lowndes, U.S.N., has been held at the San Juan, P.R.. 
Naval Station, and reports that there is no truth in charges 
contained in a St. Louis paper to the effect that the. bodies 
of the victims of the accident on the U.S.S. Massachu- 
setts off Culebra on Jan. 15, 1903, were not treated with 
proper respect. The report originated with Louis Magel. 
of St. Louis, the stepfather of Albert Stephen Tacke, om 
was one of those killed by the premature explosion of 4 
shell on the Massachusetts. The board, of which Capt. 7. 
P. Kane, U.S.M.C., P.A., Paymaster D. V. Chadwick, U. 
S.N., and Ist Lieut. F. M Wise were members, report 
that all possit'» attention was shown to the unfortunate 
victims of the siassachusetts’ tragedy. The circumstances 
surrounding che burial of all the men were entirely de- 
void of anything sensational, which was most creditable 
to the hospital and naval authorities.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 
Annapolis, Md., April 21, 1908. 
There will be three sets of examinations this year for 
idmission to the Naval Academy, on April 21, May 12 and 
June 16. The next fourth or beginning class of midship- 
men will be by far the largest class that ever entered 
th» institution. There are 504 principal appointments and 


it can be said with certainty that there will be at least 
yo members of the next class, while the chances are that 
it will be nearer 400. Senators and Representatives hav- 
ing the right of appointment are making alternate ap- 
pointments to an extent never before known, often seven 
or eight alternates to a principal. It is known here un- 
officially that there are about 1,500 appointments count- 
ing principals and alternates, a number several times 
greater than ever before. A very large number of can- 
didates are now preparing in Annapolis, but as the ex- 
aminations do not take place at the Academy as here- 
\ofore, a number are preparing elsewhere. 

There are quite a large number of cases of typhoid 
fever and some of diphtheria at present in the Naval 
Academy and the city of Annapolis. It has been sug- 
gested that the excavation and filling in of ground at the 
lower end of the Academy is responsible for the break- 
ing out of the former disease. In the Naval Academy 
Surgeon F, W. F. Wieber, U.S.N., who had been at- 
tending a number of cases of typhoid, has himself been 
taken with the disease, but is not in danger. Midship- 
men Stephen Doherty, of Shawneeville, lll., and Hubert 
Burnham, of Evanston, Ill., have been ill with typhoid, 
the former critically, but both are now improved and re- 
garded as out of danger. Most of the sickness occurs 
umong persons living at the Academy or near the part of 
Annapolis where the dredging is taking place.

There is considerable sentiment in Army circles in 
favor of return to the old practice of dividing the United 
States into military divisions, each to consist of several 
departments, and it is intimated that the matter is under 
consideration in the War Department. The tentative 
scheme which has been suggested is that there shall be 
three divisions, the Atlantic, the Missouri and the Paci- 
fic, the first to include the present Department of the 
East and the old Department of the Gulf, the second to 
inelude the Departments of the Lakes, the Missouri and 
Dakota, and the third to consist of the Departments of 
California, Colorado and the Columbia. The advocates 
of this reorganization contend that it would greatly 
simplify the work of Army administration under the di- 
rection of the General Staff in that it would lead to a 
closer centralization of responsibility in the military es- 
tablishment than is possible under the present system. 
At present there is but one Division in the Army organ- 
ization, that of the Philippines, which includes the De- 
partments of Luzon, the Visayas and Mindanao, so that 
if the proposed change is made it will simply conform the 
military establishment here in the United States to the 
system in vogue in the Philippine archipelago. 
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AMERICA AND GERMANY. 

Count Oriola, commanding the German cruiser Ga- 
velle, one of the vessels engaged in the recent joint 
blockade of the ports of Venezuela, was a guest at the 
banquet given at Old Point Comfort on April 18 in honor 
of the launching of the United States cruiser West Vir- 
ginia, and his address on that occasion served as a pleas- 
ing diversion from the disquieting statements that have 
recently been made about disagreeable relations between 
Germany and the United States. Count Oriola declared 
that both governments are animated by the most 
amiable purposes’ and predicted that if ever they 
engaged in war it would be a bloodless and honorable 
war of commercial rivalry. The tone and spirit of 
Count Oriola’s speech was so cordial that his utterances 
were heartily applauded by the distinguished guests in 
attendance, including many officers of the Navy and 
Army, Mr. Darling, Assistant Secretary of the Navy and 
and Mr. William E. Chandler, former Secretary of the 
Navy, at whose instance three cheers were given ‘“‘for 
our German friends.” 

Coming at this time, when so much is being said 
nbout friction between the United States and the Ger- 
man Empire, the episode at Old Point is particularly 
gratifying. There is absolutely no hostile feeling in any 
quarter in this country toward Germany, though it would 
be folly to deny that there is some feeling of distrust as 
to her good disposition toward us. It can hardly be 
expected that we should read with pleasure the sug- 
gestion which has come to us from abroad that there 
should be a European alliance having for its object the 
restriction by our growing power. It was out of our 
distrust of the “Holy Alliance” of former days that the 
Monroe doctrine grew, and it derives all of its present 
vitality from the fear least the hostility toward us, 
which undoubtedly exists abroad, should take form in a 
new alliance of like character. 

It would be well if the Monroe doctrine could be so 
defined and limited that it would cease to be a cause 
of irritation to foreign governments. It involves no 
menace to them, nor is it intended to limit in any 
way their legitimate exparsion on commercial lines. If 
the Germans or the English, the Italians or the French. 
can undersell us in the markets of South America they 
are at full liberty to do so, free from so much even as 2 
sentiment of jealousy on our part. Whatever jealousy 
foreigners may feel toward us, there is no room for such 
a feeling in the heart of a people whose marvelous 
and almost unbroken progress to wealth and power has 
made them kindly disposed toward others. Nor is there 
any complaint of the influence and power foreign gov- 
ernments may obtain through emigration, and the sen- 
timent toward the mother country which may be felt 
by those who have become citizens of or residents in 
another country. Germanize every South American 
State if you will, get control of its affairs if you can by 
the growth of Teutonic influence, and there can be and 
will be no complaint, so long as there is no attempt to sub- 
stitute foreign authority for domestic control in the con- 
duct of its affairs. We are quite conscious of the fact 
that we are not beloved by the South American; that 
differences of race, differences of language, differences 
of religion, make it difficult if not impossible for the 
Yankee and the South American to understand one an- 
other. In this distrust of us, and in the irritation 
aroused by our tariff system, the Europeans find their op- 
portunity and they are welcome to make the most of it. 
Nothing would please us better than to see the several 
South American States united, if geographical condi- 
tions did not forbid, into one powerful State, even though 
it represented the unfriendly spirit which is now mani- 
fested toward us by the several States in their preserit 
isolation. But we cannot view with equinimity the 
prospect that they may be united in open hostility to us 
under the control of some powerful European State. 

“You all did see,” says Shakespeare’s Brutus of the 
dead Ceasar, “that on the Lupercal I thrice presented 
him a kingly crown which he did thrice refuse.” 

So have we twice at least refused the crown of control 
ever the chiefest of the Spanish American countries. 
the Republic of Mexico. With an American Army under 
Scott in possession of the city of Mexico in 1847, it was 
in our power to do what we would with Mexico, and again 
in 1865 with an army of 100,000 veterans of the Civil 
War under Sheridan we camped upon the Rio Grande, 
and Mexico, exhausted by the attempt of European 
States to overthrow its liberties, we held our hand and 
interfered only so far as was necessary to maintain the 
existence of Mexico as an independent American State, 
In these two incidents are found the key to our policy 
towards the South American republics, a policy which 
we should not only observe with scrupulous fidelity 
ourselves, but one whose observance by others we shall 
insist upon to the full extent of our ability. A full as- 
surance of the frank and honest acceptance of this policy 
by Germany would remove whatever feeling of distrust 
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toward her may exist in this country. But we cannot 
forget how, in the hour of our extremity, the Emperor 
of France and the Emperor of Austria joined hands in 
the attempt to check the growth of American princi- 
pies by founding an empire on this continent. The sug- 
gestion Of a purpose to renew that attempt in any form 
would rouse a spirit in the American people which 
nothing could control and which would give the fullest 
proof that, however we may seem to be engrossed in 
the pursuit of wealth, the American is a man ready to 
submit te any sacrifice in response to the sentiment of 
nitionality. This was demonstrated in 1861-4 and would 
be as conclusively proven again on a like occasion. 


= 
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The Navy Department was considerably embarrassea 
this week by the entirely premature announcement made 
in the daily papers that the European Squadron, or séme 
part of. it, would positively attend the German regatta 
to be held at Kiel. No orders to this effect have yet 
been sent to the European Squadron, but it is now very 
provable, in view of this publication, that such orders 
will eventually be sent to Rear Admiral Cotton, who is 
about to assume command of the European Squadron. 
In this connection it has been stated that no formal in- 
vitation was ever received by the United States from 
Emperor William of Germany for the Battleship Squad- 
m of the North Atlantic fleet to Visit Kiel while on its 
contemplated cruise to European waters. This is not 
true. As a matter of fact Baron Speck von Sternburg, 
the German Minister in Washington, who is, by the way, 
personal friend of the President, called at the White 
House and delivered to President Roosevelt the invita- 
tion of Emperor William to visit Kiel. The invitation 
s declined because it was feared that when the Ameri- 
can jackies went ashore at Kiel they would, in some 
manner, get into trouble with German sailors, with a re- 
sult that international complications might arise. When 
orders" were recently issued by the Navy Department, at 
the suggestion of the American Ambassador in Paris, 
General Horace Porter, to the European Squadron to go 
Marseilles to participate in the celebration to be held 
there in honor of President Loubet of France, it was 
iven out by the Navy Department that the only reason 
the vessels were being sent to Marseilles was to take on 
board the new commander of the Squadron, Rear Ad- 
miral Cotton. In some manner, however, the fact he- 
came generally known that the real reason of the fleet 
oing was to take part in the celebration. Immediately 
a hue and a ery went up from the ever hysterical Ger- 
man press that an American fleet was to do honor to 
France’s President after having refused to visit a Ger- 
man port. Then came the erroneous announcement that 
Admiral Cotton would receive instructions to proceed to 
Kiel and all was once more serene. Now the Navy De 
partment finds itself in the position where it cannot well 
decline to send the European Squadron to Kiel, although 
much against its best judgment. The relations between 
the United States and Germany are now at such a point 
that the most careful diplomatic treatment of all ques- 
tions involving the two countries is necessary to prevent 
unpleasantness. It has not yet been definitely decided 
not to send the Battleship Squadron of the North Atlan- 
tie fleet to the Azores on its summer cruise, as an- 
nounced, but it is greatly feared by the Department that 
the trip will have to be abandoned. The Maine and 
Iowa are in no condition for such a cruise, and will not 
probably be ready in time to take part in the summer 
maneuvers. The Indiana will again probably be used for 
the training of midshipmen and the Texas has been as- 
signed to duty with another squadron.

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The Navy has always been disposed to be critical of 
cur Army transport system and has contended, with 
good reason, that we should adopt the English system of 
transporting troops at sea upon vessels commanded by 
oflicer of the Navy. The soundness of this contention is 
indicated by the official order which appears this week 
under our Army heading giving the opinion of Judge Ad- 
vocate General Davis as to the authority to subject 
civ liang to military control on transports. In this opinion 
General Davis says: “An Army transport is a public ves- 
sel of the United States, but differs in many essential 
recpects from a ship of war on the one hand and from a 
merchant vessel carrying the papers and flag of the Unit- 
ed States on the other. In the case of the merchant ves- 
sel the difference being that the authority to enforce 
orders among the passengers is vested by maritime law 
in the master of the vessel, and acts done by him in that 
rezard are subject to review by courts having admiralty 
jurisdiction. In the case of the Army transports the 
authority for the maintenance of discipline is distributed 
by the transport regulations among the commanding offi- 
cers of the troops, the transport quartermaster and the 
master of the ship.” The chief objection to Army trans- 
ports is found in the distribution of authority. How 
absolute a control the Navy officer has over all in the 
vessel he commands is shown by an anecdote told of one 
of the officers of the Navy, who, during the war with 
Spain, was transporting a general officer of the Army 
with his headquarters. Included in the General’s retinue 
wos a clerk who disgusted the officers of the ship by sleep- 
ing on the ward room dining table. The captain sent 
for the clerk, who was disposed to insist upon doing as 
he pleased, relying upon the powerful protection of his 
chief. He was promptly told that he was not sent for to 
have a discussion of the subject; that if he repeated the 
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offense he would be put in irons and at the first point 
along the coast where a landing could be made he would 
be sent ashore in a boat, left on the beach and permitted 
to proceed to Washington at his leisure by “the nearest 
traveled route.” ‘The offense was not repeated. 





It now seems unlikely that there will be any Army- 
Navy football or baseball contests this year, and irre 
spective of the merits of the unhappy controversy to 
which this situation is due, we feel that it is unfortunate 
for the athletic interests of both academies as well as dis- 
appointing to the Services which they represent. ‘These 
annual competitious have not only brought the academies 
into closer touch with the general public, thus amplify- 
ing the popular understanding of the purpose and method 
of those institutions, but they have added immensely to 
the general interest in the whole subject of collegiate 
sports. In view of the fact that the football and basc- 
ball teams of both academies are able to arrange con- 
tests with the teams of civilian institutions without con- 
troversy over conditions, it seems particularly unfortu- 
nate that they cannot agree upon terms for similar games 
among themselves. That they will ultimately be able to 
so agree there should be no doubt. The athletic repre- 
sentatives of both institutions are acting in perfect good 
faith and with a sincere desire to promote the real in- 
terests of legitmate sports, the only differences between 
them relating to technical points of competition. It is, 
however, a matter of keen regret that the contests should 
be suspended even for a single year. ’

There is no truth in the report that the Navy Depart- 
ment has issued an order to all commanding officers in 
the Nayy directing them to treat enlisted men with 
more consideration. In the first place there has 
never been any occasion for such an order, and there 
has been no thought of issuing it. The desertions in the 
Navy are steadily decreasing. They have at no time 
amounted to the percentage which characterized former 
years, notably 1889 and 1891, when they reached be- 
tween 16 and 17 per cent. in a year of the total number. 
At present they have reduced from 13 to 14 per cent., 
and it is expected that the year 1903 will show 12 per 
cent. or less. The number of desertions has increased, 
but not the percentage. The Navy has increased in the 
last few years from 7,700 men to about 30,000 men and 
will be increased probably, if Congress so directs, to 40,- 
000, in order to provide men for the new fleet that has 
been and is being built. The effort to increase the com- 
fort of the sailors, which has continued through many 
years, has now resulted in marked improvement in their 
food, in the yentilation of the, vessela,%in the introduc- 
tion of athleti¢ sports and the incteade of liberty. This 
effort will continue, but no general order concerning 
it has been issued, although various directions having in 
view the comfort of the men have been issued from time 
to time, for instance, a communication sent to command- 
ants of naval stations asking suggestions as to recrea- 
tion grounds to be prepared in the navy yards and naval 
stations for the enlisted men in ships at the station. 
Suggestions are also being considered as to buildings at 
each naval station to contain reading rooms and recrea- 
tion rooms for the enlisted men at the station. The 
contentment of the enlisted men has never been greater 
than at the present time. It might have been expected 
that there would be an increased percentage of desertions 
because the Navy has been largely recruited from the in- 
terior, and the men were ignorant of the sea and of the 
natural and necessary discomforts of ship life. But 
such is not the case and there is no evidence of any in- 
crease of discontent.

There is considerable speculation among Army of- 
ficers relative to the exact duties of the General Staff. 
The order assigning its members provides that all 
selected, with the exception of such officers as are serv- 
ing in the Philippines, shall immediately proceed to 
Washington and report to Major General 8S. B. M. 
Young for instructions and duty. It will be left largely 
to these officers to perfect the organization and Secre- 
tary Root intends that when August 15 arrives the 
General Staff shall be in perfect working order. It 
will be subdivided into various special boards, each 
having assigned to it certain special subjects relative 
te military administrdtion and making its recommenda- 
tions to the Secretary of War. Such questions as have 
been recently referred to the Army War College Board 
will be submitted to the General Staff, and the former 
organization will be left to perform the duties for which 
it was originally intended.

LAUNCH OF THE WEST VIRGINIA. 


The U.S. armored cruiser West Virginia was launched 
from the yards of the Newport News Shipbuilding Con- 
pany on April 18, Miss Katharine V. White, daughter 
ef Governor A. B. White. of West Virginia. christev- 
ing the vessel in the presence of about 25,000 spectators. 

After the launching, President Orcutt conducted som:

The West Virginia, which is a sister ship of the Cali- 
fornia and Pennsylvania, is an armored cruiser of 14,000 
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tons displacement. The hull is of steel and measures on 
load water hne 502 feet; extreme beam, 69 feet 6 1-2 
inches. The -vessel has a normal displacement of 13,676 
tons; With all ammunition and stores on board, of 15,104 
tons. There will be two sets of vertical inverted, trip'-- 
expansion, direct-acting propelling erfgines, designed for 
28,000 collective horsepower at 120 revolutions a min- 
ute. Each engine will be placed in a water-tight com- 
partment, and will have cylinders 38 1-2 inches, 63 1-2 
inches and two 74 inches in diameter by 48 inches strok~ 
ef piston. 
plied from 16 water-tube boilers of the Babcock-Wilcox 
marine type. The boilers will be arranged in six water- 
tight compartments. The total grate surface of the 16 
poilers will be 1,600 square feet and the total heating 
surface will be 70,944 square feet. The smokepipes will 
be four in number, standing fore and aft. Her compli- 
ment will be 47 officers and men. 

Five feet below and four feet above normal load line 
from stem to stern the cruiser will have an armor belt 
«ix inches thick at the top and five inches at the bottom. 
For a depth of six feet from the top the maximum 
thickness will be preserved. The armor will taper at the 
stem and stern to three and one-half inches in thickness. 
The Hichborn balanced oval turrets will be covered with 
armor six and one-half inches thick on the port plate 
and six inches on the side and rear. 

The main battery of the West Virginia will consist of 
four Sdnch breech-loading rifles, mounted two in each 
turret on the center lines of the vessel. In addition there 
will be fourteen 6-inch rapid-fire guns and a secondary 
hattery of eighteen 3-inch and twelve 3-pounder guns, 
iesides four 1-pounder automatic guns, four 1-pounder 
rapid-fire guns, six Colt automatic guns, two machine 
vuns and two 38-inch field guns. The keel of the vessel 
was laid Sept. 16, 1901, and the contract price of her 
ul! and machinery is $3,885,000. All joiner work above 
the protective deck of the vessel is fire-proofed.

NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


Major Gen. George W. Davis, U.S.A., commanding 
the Division of the Philippines, has returned to Manila 
from a tour of inspection in the Island of Mindanao. He 
is quoted as saying that since the crushing defeat ot 
the Moros under the rule of the Sultan of Bacolod on 
April 8 by the United States troops under command of 
Capt. John J. Pershing, of the 15th Cavalry, nine tenths 
of the Lanao Moros have accepted American sovereign- 
ty and pledged themselves to peace and friendship. Rep- 
resentatives of forty towns north of Lake Lanao have 
taken the oath of allegiance and it is believed that peace 
is assured unless an attempt is made to interfere with 
their institution of so-called slavery. Such an attempt, 
it is believed, would unite the Moro tribes in resistance 
to the United States. Brig. Gen. Samuel S. Sumner 
U.S.A., commanding the Department of Mindanao, re- 
ports steady progress in the construction of military 
roads and says there is an abundance of labor for that 
purpose. 

Navy officers stationed in the Philippines are repor:- 
ed to have discovered several valuable islands in’ the 
southern waters of the archipelago which are not indi- 
cated on any chart in the possession of the Government. 
So far as known, no foreign Government as yet has laia 
claim to this territory, and to preclude the presentation 
of such claim Secretary Moody has taken steps to have 
the islands properly charted as the property of the Unit- 
ed States, after first having every effort made to learn 
if any government had ground for claim to the new isl- 
ands. A naval vessel probably will be ordered to the 
aon part of the archipelago to prepare the necessary 
charts.

MILITIA INSPECTIONS. 


In carrying out the provisions of the new Militia bill. 
the War Department desires to impose no unnecessary 
hardship on citizen soldiers, and to this end desires to ob- 
tain the views of not only high officers of the Guard, but 
of the company officers, as well, in order that there shall 
be a thorough understanding of the conditions of the 
bill. Practical opinions and suggestions concerning its 
requirements on various matters are desired and officers 
of the Army detailed to inspect will be provided with 
quite a lengthy list of questions. 

Among other interrogatories will be the following: 

“What, in the opinion of the captain, is the minimum 
strength which can be maintained in his command? 

“If, in his opinion, it may be possible to maintain a 
fixed minimum of men who could respond promptly of 
not less than fifty-five? 

*‘How many officers and enlisted men can be depended 
upon to enter the United States’ service for a period of 
not to exceed nine months, in the event of a sudden call 
by the President? 

“Do the men of this company understand that they 
may be suddenly called into the service of the United 
States, to serve for a period that may reach nine months, 
and that, if they refuse or neglect to do so when called 
upon, they may be tried by court martial and punished? 

“Do you regard this organization as ‘sufficiently armed 
and equipped for active duty in the field’ to warrant the 
Secretary of War to pay to the quartermaster general, or 
other officer of the militia, so much of its allotment out 
of the annual appropriation under section 1661, R.S., as 
amended, as shall be necessary for the payment, sub- 
sistence and transportation of so much of the said mili- 
tia as shall engage in actual field or camp service for in- 
struction?” 

Other questions are provided for investigating the in- 
terior economy of companies, the nature and extent of 
gymnastic exercises, the marches, the facilities for amuse- 
ment, defects in equipments, library equipment, extent of 
recitations, allowances of supplies, the physical appear- 
ance of the men, compensation received by officers and 
men, the last problems participated in during the season, 
the character and extent of drill, the character of oaths 
of enlistment and whether it requires support of the 
United States Constitution, nature of the theoretical in- 
struction of the field service. 

Some special questions for field artillery and cavalry 
are also included, going into the nature of instruction 
and whether there is use of range finders, sights, fuses 
ete. and what method of instruction is used. Provision 
is made in the inspectors’ blanks for general remarks and 
suggestions, etc. 

Inspections are already ordered for a number of States, 
the detail of officers appearing under our Army orders in 
this issue.

The U.S. tug Fortune has made another long step in 
her voyage to Puget Sound, the Navy Department having 
been informed by a late cablegram from Callao, Peru, of 
the departure of that vessel from the last named port for 
Panama. Her next halt will probably be Acapulco, 
Mexico, where it is likely she will stop for some little 
time. After leaving Acapulco the Fortune will hardly 
make another stop until San Francisco has been reached.

Commander Sewell, Naval Governor of Guam, in a re- 
cent report to the Navy Department states that earth 
quakes in that island have so badly shoaled the chan- 
nel leading into Pitibec that it will necessary to find 
another channel for use by steam launches in landing 
stores. The Department has authorized the necessary 
work. The numerous shocks this spring have also ren- 
dered the walls of the Governor’s house so unsafe that it 
will be necessary to repair this building.

With continuous forced draft, fuel consumption becomes 
reduced to an exact science, varying conditions of wind 
and barometer are pee oA outside of consideration, the 
quantity of steam requi can be exactly regulated by 
the pressure in the fire room, and the efficiency of the 
ship becomes an ascertainable quantity instead of, as at 
present, being a matter of more or less guesswork. The 
question of space and weights is a matter for considera- 
tio when the system becomes an actuality, and can be 
worked out for each ship as the case requires.

The revenue cutter Thetis, which sailed Saturday, April 
4, from San Francisco, Cal., for Seattle, went back into 
the harbor April 8 short of fuel. She ran into strong 
head winds and seas, and for over three days she fought 
against the storms, making little progress, and all the 
time fast using the small supply of coal that she had in 
her bunkers. She had only taken enough to take her 
to the northern port, and there it was the intention ot 
the commander to fill her bunkers to the fullest capacity. 
When Cape Mendocino was reached and there was no 
sign of dimunition of the gale, Captain Healy decided 
to head back to San Francisco for replenishment of 
coal. She had only a few tons of coal left when she 
dropped anchor in the bay. 

Lieut. David H. Jarvis, from Alaska, has been at his 
home in New Bedford, Mass., on leave. He is shortly 
to return to his station at Sitka. 

The claim of 2d Lieut. W. A. Wiley for ten per cent. 
increase of pay for duty on the Perry while that ves- 
sel was in the waters of southeastern Alaska examining 
the canneries and salteries of the salmon fisheries, has 
been disallowed by the Comptroller of the Treasury. 
The claim was made on the ground.that this service 
was beyond the limits of the Statés comprising -the

Her ballast was lightened, and an attempt 
made to heave her off. This was unsuccessful. ‘)n the 
morning of March 11 the Windom shifted anchorage to a 
spot off the schooner and ran a hauser to her. She was 
then hauled off. 

Captain Maguire also reports that while the Windom 
was steaming up the Potomac River past Fort Foote, 
Md., he observed the schooner Florence Northam, while 
trying to avoid a collision with a tow, run ashore on the 
flats. The Windom pulled her off the flats. 

The Secretary of the Treasury has received a report, 
dated Sausalite, Cal., from Capt. W. C. Coulson, com- 
manding the cutter McCollough, on the cruise of his 
boat to assist the steamer Albion River, wrecked off 
Bodega Head. He reports that all the passengers and 
crew of the steamer were finally saved. Captain Basch, 
of the Albion River, stayed with his boat until long after 
the passengers and crew had been safely carried ashore, 
and finally landed himself by means of the breeches buoy.

The semi-annual returns for the ist Brigade, N.G. 
for March 30, show the strength of the six + 
comprising it to be 4,461 officers and men in the agegre- 
gate, which is a loss of 326 since the previous six months 
which is accounted for by the dropping of a lot of dead 
wood. The present strength of each command is as fol- 
lows: Brigade headquarters, 13; Seventh, 994; Bighth, 
639; Ninth, 666; Twelfth, 884; Sixty-ninth, 628; and Sev- 
enty-first, 687. There is no loss in the Seventh Regiment. 
The Eighth shows a gain of three, and the other regi- 
ments show losses as follows: Ninth, 65; Twelfth, 145; 
Sixty-ninth, 67; and Seventy-first, 52, , 

It was veterans’ night at the armory of the 9th 
N.Y. on the evening of April 17, when the regiment 
paraded for review by Major D. W. Diggs, of the veteran 
corps, followed by the unveiling of a handsome bronze 
tablet, erected in honor of the men of the regiment who 
died in the service of the United States during the Civil 
and Spanish-American Wars. The regiment, in fatigue 
uniform, and equipped with haversacks, canteens, leggins, 
and campaign hats and blankets rolled and slung over 
left shoulder, in command of Col. W. F. Morris, was 
formed with three battalions of four companies of sixteen 
files each, in line of masses. The battalions were com- 
manded respectively by Lieutenant Colonel Japha and 
Majors Walton and Byrne. The regiment presented a 
very handsome and business-like appearance. Major 
Diggs and a representation of veterans reviewed the 
regiment, and during the standing review the men 
were very steady, and the march past was made in 
good shape. The regiment was next formed in three 
lines facing the tablet, and Major Diggs, of the veterans, 
formally presented it to the 9th Regiment, through 
Colonel Morris, both officers. making appropriate re- 
marks, and the band pass “Auld Lang Syne.”” Even- 
Ing parade followed, the manual being exceptionally well 
executed, and the display of the regiment throughout 
the evening reflected great credit on all concerned. 
Previous to the review the band gave a delightful con- 
cert, and the field music, under Drum Major Hill, rend- 
ered a brief exhibition of Army calls, in a manner for 
which it is justly celebrated. Among the special guests 
present were Lieut. Col. James Regan, 9th U.S. Inf.; 
Capt. Robert Mazet, 7th N.Y., and Major Wells, 234 
N.Y. The regi: ent is expected to mage a great advance 
in competitive shooting at Creedmoor this year, and 
with Ordnance Sergt. John Corrie, the celebrated crack 
shot, as a member of the 9th, Captain Winterroth, 158. 
A.P., will have a valuable assistant. 

One of the best military displays of the 12th N.Y. this 
season was that given on the evening of April 16, upon 
the occasion of the review of the regiment by Major 
General Roe. The regiment was promptly equalized by 
Adjutant De Russy into twelve commands of twenty files 
each, divided into three battalions, and turned over 
to Colonel Dyer for review. General Roe and staff made 
their first pablic appearance in their new Army uniform.
